John Burns on Tariff Reform 

TORONTO, Dec. IS. — A special cable, 
from London says: 

"Loaders of the tariff reform pro- 
paganda in tiicir speeches are now 
announcln.nr that they intend, if tlu;

present government, to tax all food- 
stuffs and all nianufaclures. colonial 
or foreign. The,\- have been forced 
into this cx|>Ianaliou of their posi- 
tion owin.g to insi.<ieiit demands of au 
uncciuivocal statement as to the reve- 
nue side of their proposal. Not only, 
arc they now frankly stating theso' 
views, l)ut they are making appeals 
for the support of workingmen on tho 
strength of them, particularly ; thoSo' 
having relaliou to taxes on manufac- 
tures. In brief, they propose a tai: 
of two and a half iier cent on all colo- 
nial foodstuffs and a tax of five per 
cent on foreign foodstuffs. All colo- 
nial manul'aetures. il is proiioscd, shall 
be taxed five per cent, and all for- 
eign niauiifacturcs, ten per cent. ' 

"John Burns, president of the local, 
government board, at a mass meetlnii' 
in Battersea last night denounced tho'. 
liroposals with vigor. Ho said' there; 
was one factory In'Battersea-semplpy-. 
ing mon working foreign goods Into 
more finished products. Tliat factory, 
lie decliired, woi.UI ' be compelled to 
close wllhlu .a few weeks after the 
jidoiition of such a tariff. This did 
not apiiiy lo one constituency .'ilone. 
similar eonilltlons exlc.ndcd all over 
the lliiitivl Kingdom. :\;r. Burns also 
took advanced ground on the liiiuor 
i|uesll(ni. Ills language was stroni? 
and ineapabie of any miaundersland- 
ing. Not only did he. express his own 
personal views, but ho plainly pledged 
tho government to ^do overytiiing pos- 
sible to. lesaeri. .the evil of intomper- 
ahce and .tOj curb the power of tho 
llfiuor mterosts.'' . '

I repudiate the noliou of the jioti- 
tioiiers tlii^t it is tlie office of Do- 
minion Government lo sit in judgment 
on tile right and justice of an Act of 
tin; Ontario Legislature. 

The ■ Hon. Ji:dward . J3lake, when 
Aiiniater Of Justice, In resorting on a 
petition for tho disallowance oi an 
Act of the Province of Ontario (38 
Victoria, chapter 70,) said: 

The undersigned docs not conceive 
that he is called upon to express an 
opinion upon tlie allt-gation.s of tho 
petition as to tho injustice iillegcd to 
be effected by the Act. This was a 
matter for the Local Legislature. 

Sir John Thompson, In his report 
lo Council upon Iho Act, IS Victoria, 
cap. 5, an Act in resiiect of certain 
sums of money ordered, ^by-^ho Legls.-j, 
lative Assembly to be Impounded hi. 
the iiands of Lhe Speaker, to which 
objeetlon had been taken on the 
ground that it was an interference 
with- .t|fi^.|^rlvate rlgJits-;^;*, creditor,, 
used these words; ' ^ 
. Without expressing any opinion as 
fo iVHetlier the ■Aot'-ls a"- jUst measure 
or not, the undersigned is of the opin- 
ion that It Is within the undout^ted 
legislative authority of the Legislature

to its operation. V .' , 

The following views were expressed 
by Mr. .V.vleswortli In the House of 
Commons on ilarcli 1, i;t09, and they 
are itilly in accord witii wliat is con- 
tended aliove. 

I enlertain in all honesty . and 
sincerity the view thai it is of vlt;il 
conseciiienee to llic well-being of this 
Dominion that the rights of he 
province to legislate within the .scope 
of their authority should not be in- 
terfered wltli, ! and that every Pro- 
vincial legislature, within tho limits 
prescribed for It by the terms of . the 
British North America Act, is and 
ought tc be supreme. I believe that 
this Is a principle of greater .Ipipor- 
tancc to the welfare of this Dominion 
as a whole! than even the saeredness 
of private rights or of property 'own- 
ership. I am willing to. go thus far 
in the enunciation of the views I am 
stating lo this House that ' a Provin- 
cial legislature, hiiving. as Is given 
to It by tile terms of the Uriti,sli 
.\orlli .\ninrica .•\ct. full and a.bsolule 
<;ontrol over jiroiicrty and civil rlglils 
within the province, niiglit, if it saw 
fit to do so, repeal Magna Charla. jt- 
selr. 1 know no difference between 
that most sacr(;d bulwark of liberty 
and of proiii.'rly lo every British sub- 
ject ;nid ain- piece of legislation. 1 
lake it that no one would dispnte the 
powi-r of a 'Provincial Legrislatmo to 
rejieal the ILibcas Corjius ..\ct. or any 
olhei' eliarter of liberty which iLlng- 
lislinien possess, and in precisely tlie 
s.mif \ifiw I take tlie ground tlial 
rights of iiroijerly are siibjoet only 
to file control of Proviiici.-i !

Recently there has been n dcploralilc 
tendency to do away with some of Iho 
old names. One by one. without at- 
tracting the notice they deserved, some 
of the old, characteristic names have 
boon rubbed out and now ones substi- 
tuted. In the n-;ajority of case^' lliero 
was no good reason for the clianRC and 
some decided steps siiould bo taken on 
the part of citizens to prevent Intei- 
fcrenco with the old names that re- 
main. ' 

Much could be written about the his- 
tory of the names of man*' of Vic- 
toria's streets and localities and the 
associations they call up in the minds 
of the people who had a hand in the 
building of the early Victoria. In the 
first Instance, so far as the writer can 
learn, ,T. D. Pemljorton, long since dead, 
who was, at tlie time, surveyor in 
charge, chose tlie names for most of 
the streets that existed in his day In 



street, Ontario street, Michigan street, 
Superior street and others wlio.so 
hainos are immediate Indices to llieir 
origin. ■ _ • ; . . 

However, when it came to the choice 
of names for the streets in the busi- 
ness section of the city and in other 
Burroimding suburbs .a different sys- 
tem was followed it was decided to 
use tlilE means to perpetuate many of 
the names that were tamiliar tO' Vic- 
torians in tlie early days. UcMice sev- 
eral stri.'ets wi:ri' called for ships of tlie 
line wliich were stationed liero years 
ago. Among lliese ni.ay be mentioned 
Pandora, Discovery. I'Msgiiard, O)rinor- 
anl ;ind IleraUI. Tlien there are sucll 
stri'cts as Governnient and Fcnl and 
Hastion, the derivation of whose no- 
menclature; is easy. Government street 
got its n.'iine as the main street (jf 
tlie city connecting as It afterwarils 
did with the government buildings. 
!''ort street ran from one ot' the gates 
of the old Hudson's I!ay fort and Has- 
tion street was so called because it 
led past tlie old bastion on one corner 
of tile fort. 

In later years as property was siih- 
dlvliled some i>( the streets were named 
alter the govm-nors of the )irovlnce; 
Adniiral's road got its n;inie from the 
fact that in tlii.' early days tlu; resi- 
dence of the admiral stationed at this 
station was reached by this road from 
the land side; and still otiier streets 
were named .after iiioneers of promin- 
ence and after the most extensive iiro|)- 
orty owners tlirough whose land tliey 
ran.

I 
I cannot say;.,but i.^m convinced that ' 
if the metpborB fltthe AneiJctth Church 
alone who are i'ealdent here would at- 
tend church regularly we would have, 
to build three or four new churches." 

The .Sev. Father William Fisser. 
pastor of St. Joseph's and St. Mary's 
churches, s.ild that he could not com- 
plain iiljout tlie church attendance in 
his parishes. The women at times 
exceeded the men in attendanec, but 
not when there ' were naval iVessels in 
port." 

The Rev. F. T. Tapscott, of the

IN B.C. I

medals M'ore awarded for high iiuality 
apples- After keen comiietltioii the 
expert Judges employed awarded the 
cream of the prizes to fruit grown In 
British Columbia. This conclusively 
proves that ' we can grow ns good 
apides as any la Hood River, Wcii- 
atchec, or any other district in Ore- 
gon or \\'asliingtoii tliat coinpe-ted 
with lis. Ui?si)iie tile fact, iii,«i:\ or, 
tiie Hood River fruit growers rciliz- 
cd at that tilie $;1.j7 l-i; per ijox for 
tlieir best friilt, whilst we had to Ijo 
content witli some .$2.00 for our best, 
and that too. only after being put to 
great expense in storage accoti'.nioda- 
tion, and great loss througli tlio rot- 
ting of a certain percentage of the 
fruit tliu.s stored. 

Tlie causes of this are not fur to 
seek, and can certainly lie remcdiod.

Consequently each bo.\ of Xo. 1 
apples consists of [lerlecL spcciiin.'n.s 
only, of even sli;o, and carefully 
wrapped in paper, perti^ctly piieked so 
as to liear transiiortatlon willioiit lii- 
iwry, and tliey have also tin.' union 
label on tlic box, an indlsinitablo 
guarantee of i)erfeet (luallty, true to 
label. 

Now take our coiulitions — eacii man 
frequently packs his own apples-- a 
fatal mistake, as lie proliably knows 
little or iiotiilng about iiow it I.s done. 
.Mso tlie temptation to slip in an odd 
apjile of inferior grade i.s ofleii too 
strong to be resisted, wltli the iiiitural 
result that the fruit Is by no means 
up to standard and conscnuently rea- 
lizes only a low price. We have also 
a large number, of smalt co-oper.-i- 
tlve associations, all dumping their 
I'm It on the" .market at once .regard - 
loss of oriie' another,- consequently 
flooding the market" and cutting prices 
still further." ■ This Is inevitable un- 
der present -arrangfements as- lack of 
storage rooni'cpAiiJdls them to sell out 
tiie stock as it arrives to prevent con- 
gestion .of their ' "warehouses, • 

Thoy ''fd^p, ,hay,b:.anothcr antagonLst 
In the whoieisale fiiiU seller' -who hua 
to compete against them, and in the 
eimiinlsslbn agent. If' ho)vever the 
co-operative, assbclatlons sold oiiI.\' 
llirough ' these' wholesale men all 
would worlc harmoniously. 

All tlieso* forces ' unlagoiilziiig one 
another must be harmonized if we 
are to get the full price our fruit Is 
worth, and the remedy I -would sug- 
gest Is this: 

'J'iiat a central organization be 
formed witii full jiower to enforce the 
illffereiit local co-operatlvi! associa- 
tluiis to rcguiate tiieir s'di'-; so ns not 
to flood the market at any tlino, and 
also to iiold for top market jirico.'j. 

To do lliis. cold Htorago at central 
points Is necessary, to wliicli tiie fruit 
once it is jiai-keil ioeaiiy, should be 
consigned until hiKli prlci^s wore 
reached. Tiirougliuut llif apple mar- 
liots of the world wholeniile firms 
possessing adoiinate cold stora.go fa- 
eiiitleH could ije apiioinled our agents 
and could kee|i the central associa- 
tion posted on current iirlc-cs, :ind on 
the varieties and ciuantities it was 
safe to shiii., ;iit once, and . tO; them 
such shipments. 'sliould be cohalgned.

J grade fruit 
wiilcii is always sold at a loss with- 
out this method of eiUioiiclng its 
value, and all ciill fruit at present a 
dead loss. 

'i'iio ceoiiomy thus ef(H.-ted winild, 
v.'lili tlie saving- effected in bii.\-liig 
boxes iiy the iiiiliion instead of in 
small lots, pay for the cost of run- 
ning the whole business, whilst the 
enliunced value of the fruit would be 
all. clear gain .to tho orchardlsts.

Ruling is Altogether Too 
Harsh

To the Sporting Editor; 

Xow that the amateur and profes- 
sitmal (iiiestion is paramount In the 
minds of tlie sporting fraternlt.s- of 
N'ictoria 1 think that a slight recaplti: - 
lation of the events leading u\> to the 
so-called dciidlock between the iJ. C 
A. A. U. and the soccer iilayers on 
Vancouver Lsland would be (piite in 
order. This, and the fact I wish lo 
clear up many points which the public 
are ignorant of. Is the reason why 1, 
commence this letter. 

.\t the outset I wish to state that 1 
intend to be perfectly fair to the B. C. 
A. A. [I. and that anything stated In 
this lettrx will he the facts, just ns 
they liapiiencd and nothing else. 

1 must admit that a governing body 
for the control of amateur sport is a 
good thing, and If carrlcd on Judicious- 
ly in B. C. would be a help and uplift 
to good clean spot throughout the prov- 
ince. 

Something like a year ago the B. C. 
A. A. U. wa.s formed and the most nf 
the athletic organizatlona in B. C. uf- 
filiated with same, as It WOS thought 
to be a much needed Institutleni but 
recently they have prov(id .iihemseive.<j 
to be extremely arbitrary 'tirid' unfair 
in thel4' dealings;' . '■ ' '« 

Now, to come down to tli^' seat of 
the trouble which Is.riipst Interesting 
to Victorians. 

The Island ^Football League, when it 
held its annual p)petJnB In Ladysmlth 
some weeks ago, contended that the 
definition of an amntebr as laid dpwn 
by the C. A. A. IT. was altogether too 
strict, and as tlio B. C. Football Asso- 
ciation, to which the Island league la 
subsidiary, is a member of the Inter- 
national Football Association of Great 
Virltain, who allow jirofessionals in 
other lines of sport, to play amateur 
football. it was decided that they 
would have to adhere to the rules as 
laid down by the EngllKli association, 
but that the Island league must be u 
strict amateur league; that Is. that any 
person playing in the Island league 
would be doing so purely for the sport 
of the game, and that no jierson would 
be allowed oik? ci'iit over bis actual 
hotel and tra\-i'!liiig expenses ; lint lhat 
if at any time there slKuild come along 
any jierson, wlio at some jiri.'vioiis linu^ 
had indulgeil in some other line of 
sport, other tii.an fofttljall for money, 
Kucli as lacrosse, liaseliall, boxing, run- 
ning, etc., and that If tills jierson eatne 
in iind played fontb.-ill as a, g^iod ama- 
teur he would be allowed to eonipeto. 
And rightly so, I think. This is the 
law that holds good in tho Old (;oun- 
try. the lioun' of football, and the 
Island league say, "Surely to goodness 
tlie>- know how to play football In 
Great Britain, and if we .are going to 
play football properly, let us play it 
iis laid down by the fathers of foot- 
ball." 

Union Contention. 

.\'o,\-, what is the B. C. A. A. C'.i 
con tent ion '.' 'I'liat a. jierson who lias 
received aii.v mone\' for playing 
an.\' game whatsoever tlien he is .i pro- 
fessinn.-il in every line of sjiort and de- 
liarred from cmiii leliiig in any aniatonr 
competition at all.

It Is more in 
the sensi! of the extension of broth- 
erly .-ltd to those among u.h whose cir- 
ctnnstanees for the time being are 
less fortiinatf than ours, and with a 
lively siTi.ve of the po.ssihility of a re- 
versal of , i)ositlon In future years; of 
this strange whirl called ilally lite. 

Instance may bo 
recalled. One generous liox will so 
next Wednesday to an artist and his 
wife whoso names are not known to 
the writer nor to tho ladies of tho 
Hcieiety. This gentleman and his wi£o 
are excellent, good people, but owing

.small furnishing. IJy next Clirlstmas. 
it ill hoped and expected, tliey will 
have eatahllHlicd themselves In a snuK 
home of their own, receiving their 
share of the prosperity Of this bounti- 
ful province. 

Among the donations that are being 
received at the socicty'.s rooms ara 
.some which aro worthy comment. 
Some reflect the generosity of the 
children thetnielves, these coming, oC 
course, from tho schools. There was 
one donation that could not be- mis- 
taken. It came from somi) dear little 
girl, some tot wlioso hetirt Is warm 
and tender and wlioso eyes no doubt 
filled with tears at tho thought of 
other babies whose Clirlslmns might 
Ije cheerless.

Arthur Sihapenhaur* ' ■ : ' 
'I'his grcatman's philosopli}- was influenc- 
ed by that of tl\e deepest of lite world's ihinU- 
iTs. lie was primarily a follower of I'lato, a 
consciontious sUuicnl of Kunl, and nuiny i>f 
liis tlioui^lUs and ideas may be li-aced to their 
soiiree in the saered Ixmks nf India. .\s a 
rule nictaphysies arc diifieult: reading for the 
iininiatcd, but Scliaupenhaur elmoses the sim- 
plest language that will atlccpiately eonvcy 
his thought, and for this reason jirohably has 
become the must popular of the Gerni:in phil- 
osophcr.s. Yet his iKH.)k> are works of jjro- 
fuiulily and breadth, and to read them and 
to iniderstaud them is, an extensiv e edneation 
in itself. Mis ideas ha\-e not old}- been ac- 
cepted by one particular school of followers, 
but their nature makes them of universal in- 
terest, and hiis influence upon the world of 
thought is steadily increasing. 

' He was born in Danzig in 1788, and jjroba- 
bly inherited his mental brilliancy h"om his 
mother, who was a woman of exceptional 
gifts, though she and her sou were sej^arated 
when the latter liad grown to manhood b_v iu- 
com]iatibilit\- of leniperament. 11 is father 
was a merchant and he first intended to fcd- 
low the same \ocalion in accordance with par- 
ental wishes. Me found the occupation en- 
tirely uncongeinal however, and, upon the 
death of his father decided upon a scholastic 
career. 

His Avork was given to the public in 181.S 
and was called ''The World as \Vill and Idea." 
In it he endeavors to show what Kant, lierkc- 
]y, Jlobbes and a score of utlier.s have en- 
cleavored to show that the objective world 
which we .see, and hear, and feel, about lis 
can have no independent existence of its own, 
in any way restmblihg the existence which it' 
seems to have to us. "For it is a world," as 
Kant demonstrated, "Which lies in space and 
time, and is bound by the law of casnalit}' ; 
and these things are but the fi>rms of the in- 
tellect, the conditions which the Subject, the 
individmd, im])oses upon whatc\ci' existence 
])cr se nuiy turn out lo be." In the second 
book of this work he propounds question as 
to thc nature of the Ding an sich (thing-in-it- 
self), the. world in its inncrmo.st essence, the 
very kernel, as it were, oT ourselves antl of the 
universe. He answers that this [lowcr behind 
all . things, liu's reality behind the unreality, 
is the Will, not only the individual will, but 
the universal -will. \\'hich dominates and con- 
trols all things in natinx'. The subject matter 
of tlic third book of this volume is the philoso- 
pliy of -art Schaupcnhaur believes .that art 
translates the comple.K e.Kpressions of nature 
for the instruction and edification of mankind. 

■ He also believes that in this calm study of the 
philosophy of a'-t lies the only road to such 
happiness as we can experience in this life. 

■ The influence of the Indian asceticism is evi- 
denced in the fourtli and last book "f this re- 
markable work, which eulogises .sell-sacrifice, 
or rather self-denial, and the final peace of 
Nirvana, and also expresses the necessity for 
recognizing the essential oneness of things. 

The world was slow at first to acknow- 
ledge Schaitpcnhaui"'s ability, but when, recog- 
nition came it came to remain, and the great 
thinker died \Vith the knowledge that his fame 
must live long, and the influence of his books 
would never die. 

]''rom the World as Will and Idea. 
As from the direct light of the sun to the 
borrowed light of the moon, we pass from the 
immediate idea of perception — which stands 
by itself and is its own .warrant — to reflection, 
to the abstract, discursive concept.'^ of the 
reason, which obtain their whole content from 
knowledge of perception, and in relation to it. 
As hnig as we continue simply to perceive .all 
is clear, firm, eertaiir. There .arc neither . 
tpiestions, nor doubts nor errors ; we desire to 
go no further, can go 10 further; ue find rest 
in perceiving and satis.'action in the present. 
Perception suffices for itself:" and therefore 
wdiat springs purely from it, and remains true 
to it, for example a genume work of art, ran 
never be false; nor ean it be liiseredited 
tliro'ugh the la])se eif lime, for it dues noi pre- 
.>cnt an opinion, but ihe thii.g itself, ilnl \vitli 
al)slract knowletlge. with reason, doubt and 
error appear in the theoretical, care and sor- 
row in the practical. In the idea of perception, 
illusion may at moments take the place of the 
real ; but in the sphere, of abstract thou;fht, 
error may reign for a thousand years. It i.s. 
the enemy against which the wisest mcr. of 
all limes hav e waged inieqiial war, and onl)' 
what thev lia\e won ivom it has lieconn. the 
]Kjssession of mankdud. It has often been said 
that we ought to follow truth, even although 
no utility can be seen in it, because it may have 
indirect utility which may a]:)pear when it is 
least expected ; and I would adtl to thi.s that we 
ought to be just as anxious to discover and to, 
root out all error, even when no harm is anti- 
cip.aletl from it, because its mischief may be 
■\ery imlirect, and ma_\' suddenl\- ajjpear when 
Ave (l(j not expect it, for all error has ijois(jn at 
its heart. I f it is mind, if it is ivuowdcdgc, that 
.makes man the lord of creation, there ..can be 
no such thing as harmless error; still less ven- 
.erable and liolx' error. .And for the consola- 
tion of ihose, who in an\- way and at any time 
may have (levote<l strength and life to the no- 
ble .and h.'i.rd b.attle against error, I cannot rc!- 
frain from adding that so long ;is Irulli is .ah-' 
sent, error will ha\-e free play — as owls .and 
bats in the night; but sooner would we e.xpect 
to see the owls and ba.ts drive back the sun in 
the eastern heavens, than tliat an.v truth which. 
]ias once been known, and distinctly and fully 



expressed, can ever again be so utterly van- 
(piishcd and overcome. thatjthc old error shall 
once more reign undis'tiirbed over its wide 
kingdom. This is the power of Trutn ; its 
eonipiest is slow and lal)orious, but if once the 
victory be gained, it can never be Vi'rested 
back again. ; " . 'i

Ed\Wn Gordon Lawrence, c.?.lled "The Power 
of Speech." Probably ninety nine out of every 
hundred of us do not kiiow how to use the

l)roduction. The first requirement is correct 
breathing, and the advantages following upon 
this step can hardly be oyeri;stimated. Mr. 
Lawrence's book is written especially for those 
Avho aspire to public speaking or oratory. He 
am])lifics his subject under the following heads 
— lirealli. \Vhisper, \'oice, .s jcecli, l.vxercises 
in I'iteli of \'oice and l'"orni cf r.realliing-. 'J'he 
.'Spoken Word. Rules i>f b'xpr .'ssion. Inflection, 
rarentlicsis, the i'ause, Reaidng. Oratory, the 
.\rt of .Acting, the Tone of li e \ oice, and Cics- 
tnrc.— 1 linds, .\oble & l.ldridge, 31-33-35 
West Fifteenth street, New York. 

Rev. W. G. M. Kllison aas written a story 
for emigrants, wdiieli he calls "The Settlers ol 
A'ancouver Island."

THEIR DAY TO .COURT 

Pcrcival Pollard, English' born, man of 
letters, critic, playwright and novelist, has 
written a book entitled "Their Day in Comn,"' 
which is creating a sensation in the ruited 
States. It is a caustic arraignment 01 the en- 
lire school of •"literature," so-called, in the 
States, so far as contemporary -writcrp are coni 
cerned, with the exception of some of the au- 
thor's favorites, whom, he elevates to dizzy 
pedestals. 

Particularly does Mr. Pollard excoriate llie 
lady writers who tlabble in "sex" nox els, and 
positively does he hammer in the argument 
that the dollar dominates .Vmerican literature. 
Premising that his judgments are purely per- 
sonal likes and dislikes, he neverthclcsii; so 
marshals his fact and arrays his evidence that 
the slulni of most of latter-day American 
crcati\-e work in letters is glaringly apparent. 

I\lr. Pollard is a stickler for style. It is an 
excellent thing. I'ew writers ha\-e it. Some 
have it to excess; it becomes <a mania with 
lliem. Ilem-y James is one of the author's 
"giants."' Air, James and Air. liowells, ac- 
cording to a one-time assertion of the latter 
we're to "found a new school of fiction for a 
public fast growing weaiy of Dickens and 
Thackeray." This statement has been coii- 
siderc<l by the bulk of .Americans as the groal- 
est joke e\-er ])er|jetrated in the United Stales, 
and gave Air. Ho wells front rank as a humor- 
ist. 

Possibl)' Air. James is a "giant." His in- 
volved, convoluted, and ingrown style of writ- 
ing certainly entitles him to the distinction 

of being |)racticably untranslatable into Eng- 
lish or any other language. His favorite punc- 
tuation is a dash, his fa\-orite |)ose is the un- 
decii^hcrable, his final ])lnnge is the unknow- 
.able. ile out-Preiwuings Robert lirowning 
aiul puts the finishing touch to intelligibility. 
Put to read Pollard on James is delightful, 
since the critic is immca.surably more inter- 
esting than the subject. 

Mr. Pollard also idealizes Ambrose Bicrcc, 
and Walter Blackburn llarte, both of these 
writers, Mr. Biercc still living, being listed as 
shining examples id genius "neglected." Af- 
ter slunving et>nclusively that .American "lit- 
erature'' in the mass is hopelessly mediocre, 
and thai the .American public is hopelessly ig- 
norant as to realh' great literature, why should 
-Mr. PuUani complain that his favorites ha\e 
been "neglected." 

A country which in the average looks uijon 
\V. J. Bryan as a "great orator," J. W. Riley 
as a "great poet," and W. D. Howells as a 
"great no\'elist."' ought to confei- a s])ecial dis- 
tinction by "neglecting" an aiilhor. Ii is ap- 
pndjation from such a source that the si.Misible 
man sliuuld dread. Tlu' best all-around writer 
I know in the L. nileil Slates owns ;ind edits a 
periodical in a state wdiich worships at the 
.shrine pf mules and plug tobacco. He is "neg- 
lected" and thrives upon it. Far be it from 
him to crave the applause of his generation. 
He is "caviare to the general," and thereby 
sure of the praise of the select. 

Air. Pollard speaks <.if many a man who wdll 
nes'cr be heard of 111 days to come, unless his 
own brilliant liook preserves them, like flies 
in amber. He is \ ery much more of a writer 
than scores of whom he writes. lie also speaks 
of coteries of near-writers, pseudo-authors 
whose fame rests in assertion and not in 
achicvemc-it. To mention iiames or circles 
would he simply to call attention to fifth-rate 
scribblers. 

Air. Pollard takes u|) the drama, music, and 
several of the iMiglish writers of the day, and 
holds c(jn\H'rse as <o Geoi-gc Alooi'c, r.ern.ard 
Shaw .and (Jscar Wilde. .'Vll Unough the fas- 
cinating pages yon \\dll ha\'e glim])ses of llie 
author, and Pollard on J.'ollard is not the least 
pungent of the results..'--- Richard Alansficiw- 
comes, in for a panegyric, 'and' barring the fact- ' 
that he was always Mansfield, in cither Prince 
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Iviil or Shylock, he was indcijd about all \m- 
erica had to boast as , an actor. 

Not even an ext^fi'ded. review could give an 
appn?ach to the unique variety and interest of 
"Their Day in Court."' The sordidncss of the 
publishers is lashed as with whips of steel, 
and the marvel is,tlia1:;:tlie;^uthpr succeeded in 
ever finding a pubiisher'fof'liis voluine. Mr. 
Pollard's: own style is exclusive, satirical, hii- 
• moroits, and passionate. He dctiounCiss that 
really. good fellow, the average American, be- 
cause the average .American doe;; not care for 
art, music, or letters. In the United Slates 
there are, in every communit}' a few, a rare 
lew, wdio do care for these things. They arc 
not: carried away m art b}' pictures of corn on 
the cob, painted by a "great" artist; they do 
not consider the witching strrans of "Dat 
black gal of nunc" as equal to a Chopin sonata, 
or Mendelssohn's "Spring Song." Thej' pre- 
fer "To i lelen,'' or the "Ode to a Grecian Urn" 
to "lust P-e Happv." or "Out to Old Aunt 
Sally's." 

Hut they are the poignant exceptions, not 
the rule. And to taunt them with not loving 
what they cannot possibly understand is 
cruelt}- incarnate. ^ 

Xevcrtheless, Air. Pollard has produced a 
book which should be read by e\-eryone who 
likes the daring, the brilliant, and the unusual. 
Into the clouds rise his heroes; down to ob- 
li\-iou dive his aversions. He docs not mince 
either matters or names. .And his wit is de- 
licious, his learning accurate, and his denunci- 
ation' fiery to a degree. After all, iL'.is.a book 
written in an earnest spirit; even though the 
writer knows he is charging at witidmills ; 
even tlujugh .\merican literature is so crassh- 
stupid, and publishers so grovellingly sonlid. 
And it is this intensit}' of the (.>uslaughl which 
Jends tliij proper foil to all the sarcasm, invec- 
"tive, spafkle of epigram and glint of anecdote. 
Air. Pollard admits in a side remark that he 
knows he is assailing the \yindmills. Well, 
even so ! 

To recall Austin Dobson, true singer and 

virile : , 

"Ah! would but one might lay his lance in rest 
And charge in earnest, were it but a mill."

thirteen. Her father was a self-educated musi- 
ei.an, his faxdrite iiistrinncnts being the piano 
and \ioliii. lie insirncted all his children in 
hi.s .u-t. and .Marcella Icnew her notes as soon 
as she began to s])eak, beginning the study of 
the ]Mano with Professor Stengl, whom she 
at six. Her father, mother, one of her brothers 
and herself formed an orchestra, and they 
toured the country, stopping for months in the 
same place, her father teaching, and the family 
helping him by .giving concerts. A stranger, 
hearing her play, was attracted to her per- 
formance, and he placed her in a conservatory 
at Lcmberg. Mere for ele\-en years she studied 
the piano witli Professor SteingI, whom she 
subsequently married. She also studied the 
violin at this time. AVhen fifteen years of age 
she began to sing for herself and in choruses, 
but her friends thought that, as she only had 
a small and pretty voiCe, she had better con- 
fine herself lo her instrumental studies. For 
this purpose Stengl set out for Leipsic to place 
bi'r under the tuition of Liszt, and, on passing 
through A''ienna, called on Julius Eppsteiii. 
The girl played the piano aiul \dolin for him 
and astonished him Avith her proficienc}'. He 
asked if slip could do anything else, and Stengl 
said he thought she had a voice,' ■whiereupqn 'ii.fc'., 
Eppstein's request she sang ior hiiti. Hc -was 
pleased with the range - and quality of'-' her 
voice, and advised her to remain for a j-ear in 
\'ienna and talce vocal lessons, whi'e continu- 
ing her study of the piano and violin. In a few 
months she decided to confine lh-;rself to her 
vocal studies only, and went to Alilan for that 
purpose. Her chief work was in breathing ex- 



orcises, spending hours at a time in study of 
this essential.ifea.ture of her art. Her teacher, 
J^amberli, used'to say : "No water, ho sailing ; 
no breathing, no singin.g. The voice sails on 
tlie breath." In S)3eaking of her experience 
wdth Lamberti, Aladamc Sembrich said : 
"Think how' many singers after five years get 
a tremolo. They are not well taught." 

After two years' study she married, iaud 
shortly afterwards' w-ent upon the stage,' fie'i*' 
first appearance being at Athens. She was 
then eighteen years of age. She made a great 
hit: but llie manager of the com|)any, abscond- 
ing the funds, the venture was brought to 
a close, and she and her husband returned to 
Vienna,' where she secured, a position, in. the 
Conservatory and he devoted hifnself to . the 
study of German opcya Avith Ricliard Vpvy. 
She made her real debut at Dresden^ her "role 
being Lucia. The Dresden engagement was 
for three years, but she terirdnaled il for two 
reasons. Her husband thought the field loo 
limited for her talents, and jealousy in the 
company greatly hampered her work, in i88o 
she and her husband went to London. Slu; 
sang for Gye, the famous imprcssario, and he 
at once engaged her lo sing in a company in 
which were Patti and Albani. She was now 
fairly launched on her career, and since then 
success has followed success. 

LONDON'S "MARTIN EDEN." 

If, as is generally supposed, this novel is for 
the most part the autobiography of the Mr. 
London, then the latter's courage only equals 
his callousness. The story is bare-faced and 

crude, too crude in every way to make .good 
lilerature, and the soul' of the hero, Alartin 
Eden, has been stripped cpiite naked for oni- 
inspection. . .As a character study it is meri- 
torious, as a storv it is a failure. The wo- 
man who figures in it is an unpardonable 
piece of femininity, Mr. London has never 
Avritten anything to equal his first ])rodiic- 
tions,- when hc had his ^vay lo make and was 
eager lo take pains. Popularitv is the cri- 
terion of a writer's ability. If he has .genius, 
praise, indiscriminate or otherwise, will affect 
him not at all; if lie has pleiii)' of common 
sense and talents above the ordipary, quickly 
gro.wing. famcr-jyilL iiDt-makera- self-sufficient 
master of ■tliq.ibrs.t.while earnest student - if hc 
has oidy nieciibcrte ability and a dash of ori.g- 
iiiality, wdiich for' the time being, a fickle pub- 
lic likes to term genius, hc wdll, in ninety-nine 
cases out of a hundred, become so dazzled b\^ 
flattery that his eyes will be blir.detl t(j his 
own innumerable defects and he will cease to 
l^roducc an3'thing worth wdiile. Air. London 
has :aiv. enormous., circle-'bfi reaijders.' who are 
for' the "present his; admirers. "'His latest .''bpok 
has created a great deal of :' cqmm\^^^ 
aroused much sympathy for the write'f\yhcisc\ 
experiences must have been bitter and humiii-;. 
iiting in the extreme: but there is too much 
that is indelicate about the book. Of course 
we lia\'e .grown accustomed to this scnl of 
thing nowadays to a certain extent, but stnne 
of the scenes in "Alartin Eden," \vherc the 
hero and the heroine are making love lo one 
another niu'st'offend even the least supercili- 
our- 'of readers. The girl di-sappoints her lover 
as parental opposition is too strong for her to 
battle against and they sej^arate never to be 
united, though at the last, -when fame and 
wealth ha\-e come to Alartin, she is ready and 
eager to assume the old relations. She seeks 
him in his ropms.

The part which 
the .sovereigns of England have played in this 
great work forms an essential part in the his- 
tory of the British jjcoplc. in a series of ar- 
ticles, of which this is the first, it is proposed 
to examine into this phase of I'.nglish history 
in such detail as is consistent with newspaper 
■ treatment. An effort will be made to ap-, 
preach it with an open mind and to present 
cadi' sovereign in, a true light. Possibly as the 
subject fcvolves itnder this sort of treatment 
both writer and rcatier may Ljct some new 
adeas upon the nature of our iusliluiidus ;uh1 
the process by wiiicli they have been bruuijht 
lo their present condition. 

In tiic history of lingland lliere is a date, 
which will ever stand but conspicuously, 
namel}-, io(36, wliich was when William the 
Norman overthrew the Saxon dynasty as re- 
presented by Harold and caused himself to 
be chosen king. 'While this was not the be- 
ginning of our institutions, ii was an event 
the influence of which has enchu'ed to this day 
and has aft'cctcd the country, and indeed tlie 
world, as few other events have done. It 
may therefore l)c taken as a starting point in 
our review; but before dealing with William 
and. his place in history, it is necessary to con- 
sider briefly the England of the Saxons. 

The fundamental principle in Saxon insti- 
tutions was popular supremacy. The king de- 
rivcd his right from llic people; the people 
were responsible for the orderly condition of 
the communitv. ]n the Wittcnagemot and 
trial by one's" peers we have the foundation 
of parliamentary government and the basis of 
our judicial principle of equal rights before 
the law. The kingship was not the property 
of any man or any family, but was an office 
to which men were chosen. Custom limited 
the choice to a certain family, namely, that 
which claimed descent from \Voden, but the 
people could, if they so desired, select their 
leader from another family. The Saxon kings 
were all elected, even though in many cases 
the election was merely a formality. The 
AVittenagemot was "the council of the whole 
people originally. Every freeman had a right 
to attend and vote; but as the years jiassed 
the strong men of each "kingdom" took upon 
themselves the burden of discussion, and the 
populace began to absent themselves, al- 
though they never lost" the right to attend 
and take part in all deliberations. The hun- 
djceds and the tithings were communal divis- 
ions charged with the maintenance of the 
safety of life and property and generally with 
the orderl}' condition of each district. 'J'lie 
tenure of land was comnnnud. It was "folk- 
land." that is, the land of the people. Ciradu- 
ally the idea of private ownership arose, and 
it came to pass that, partly by consent of the 
people and partly by usurpation, the king ac- 
quired the right to give the land to his favor- 
ites or to reward men for service to the slate. 
The people themselves, a|)preciating the need 
of protection, were not indisposed lo favor the 
establishment of a strong governing oi'gani- 
zation, but unrlerh'ing it rdl was the claim 
that tlie kingship ami the ownership of land, 
as wcU as the determination of the rights of 
the people, whether in the making of laws or 
the execution of them, rested with the pcoi)le. 
W'C may see as we follow the develojjment of 
our institutions that the jjeople have from 
lime to time demaudetl anel receix'cd recogni- 
tion of their "ancient rights and i)ri\-ileges," 
and these few words f)f deseription will give 
an idea of what tiiey were. Herein liritish in- 
stitutions differ from those of some other 
countries. They rest fundamentally upon the 
popular will, and do not arise from grants oi- 
concessions from a suix-rior power. 

It was to an l'*,ngland. where such ideas had 
not been wholly furgotteii. that \\'illiani the 
Norman came. William was noi onl_\- l;ra\e 
and energetic, l)iU he wa> also sagacious, and 
Avhilc he had o\erlhrown the opp(jsiii(in of ihe 
Saxon reigning house, he took care noi to pro- 
claim himself king, but to recognize the Uni;- 
lish principle of an elective monarchy. Me 
was chosen king on Christmas Day. looo. 

The conquest of IZni^land U)ok several 
_\-ears, but when it had been completed, Wil- 
liam took drastic steps to establish his ]")owc-r. 
lie chose so to construe the law a.> to regard 
himself as king from the dciuh of Edward 
the Confessor. Hence all who had resisted 
him were adjudged guilty of treason," and hence 
also their lands and jiroperty became forfeited 
to him. He also chose tf> regard himself as the 
owner of the folkland. because lie said that, 
as the \vhole people had opi^osed their lawful 
sovereign, they h.-nl no lnn;.j;er any right lo 
the comnnmal pro|)erty. Tluis William be- 
came the owner of tiie whole kingdom and he 
Avas able to establish the feudal system, ap- 
portioning the land amon.L, his own soldiers, 
and making the tenure one of personal serv ice 
to him as sovereign lord. In this resijcci the 
feudal system of F.ngland differed from lli,-il 
system as it existed in CoutineiU;)! Eurnpe. 
The Continental feudal baron did ikjI of ne- 
cessity-acknowledge an ()hlig;ili()n to serve 
any sovereign. Hence while the feudal sss- 
tem as established by William made England 
a compact state, as it developed on the' Con- 
tinent it created almost innumerable inde- 
pendent nobles, acknowledging no common 
lord. This was AVilliam's great work. This 
was the revolution which he made in the at'- 
fuirs of England. He destroyed the com- 
iiiunal S3-stem of land bwnersliqi and created 
individual titles in fee; 'which is the l)asis <.]f 
Jfind tenure all over the British Empire: and 
in the United States as w^ll, In this distri- 
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bution of land. William was prudent enough 
not to leave the Saxons wdiolly unconsidered, 
for Domesday I'ook shows that ;i luunbcr of 
prominent families of that race were given fiefs 
but in every case the title was from the king. 
P.y a single act of ^Villiam sail land withim 
lingland became Crown Land, and the prin- 
ciple has been applied to all land that has since 
been acc|nircd by the TSritish nation, not actu- 
ally in the jiossession of individuals. Thus in 
;dl new colonies all land is crown land, it is 
true that it is .administered by the go\"ern- 
ment for the benefit of the people, but theoreti- 
cally it is the i)ropcrty of the sovereign. This 
has been one of the leadings factors inithe .dc-. 
velbpment cf Bi^itisli initituttohsV ' ■ ■ - 
AVilliam died in 1087, after a reign of 
twenty-one j-ears, a period long enough for 
him lo consolidate the system lie had estab- 
lished, lie divii.led his realm, leaving Nor- 
mandy to his eldest son Ivoberl, and lingland 
to VVilljamj known as Rufus. Then occurred 
one of those singular events which seem to 
indicate that Providence directed the progress 
of the people of England. The Conqueror had 
abolished all the Sa.xon nobilit}'. There was 
not a Saxon earl left in the country; but he 
had scarcel_\- lieen laid in his grave I)efore Ivob- 
erl sought to defeat his will and assume both 
crowns tor himself. The .X'ornian barons in 
l-Uigland declared against William Rufus: but 
the English people stood by him, and pre- 
servel the crown for him, and thus the Saxon 
English established a claim for royal favor. 
Rufus was slow to recognize it, but neverthe- 
less the fact that they sustained him against 
his brother made him the king of lln,^ ICnglish 
in a sense that his father had not been. lie 
was, however, a tyrant, yet a man of shrewd 
business instincts. When his brother Robert 
wished to go upon a Crusade, AVilHam loaned 
him the necessary monej- and took over Xo.r- 
mandy as security. Tie was a godless and 
merciless man, and when he dieil in 1 100 from 
the stroke of an arrow received indinnting. he 
was mourned by few. While he cannot be 
said* to have played directly any conspicuous 
part in the shaping of our institutions, in- 
directly , by "hiiii.- odious . tyra;ntiy;liei revived- in 
the. bYeasts bf^ Englishmen 'a deteVminatib'ii to 
regain thcir formcr rights. Years were need- 
ed to bring about .the changes necessary for 
this, and in the meanwhile the Nornian. bar-; 
I ms had become'EnglishmVri;iir every' Sfe 
the word. ' . . ■ 



YOUTH AND CITIZENSHIP. 

"E' ctat c' est moi," said the French mon- 
.trch. This, though the expression of one who 
was the incarnation of absolutism, contains in. . 
it A as.9itpd. prijicipje^^^ Louis. , XIV. 

incant fli^it'fie-albnc' was the state, that every- 
thing ceiitrcd around him, that his welfare 
was the siqircme object of the nation,. .that his 
will ought to prevail in all things.' To.tllis 
doctrine we will all take exception nowadays; 
yet every i)erson ought to feel that he is in a 
certain sense the state, that his part in. the af- 
fairs of the state is as great as that of anv 
one else's, that his views are worthy of c(ni- 
sideration provided they arc intelligently 
formed, and that. the. exe>~isc. of his rights of 
citizenship is the act of one of the partners in 
the state. In the .Acts of Congress establish-r 
ing the states of the .\mcrican union the en- 
acting words arc to the efVect that '"the people 
residing within the limits thereinafter defined 
are hereby declared to constitute the slate." 
Congress does not say that the slate shall be 
bounded by such and' such lines, and it floes 
not declai-e that any specified area shall be a 
state, but that the people within the area 
mentioned are the state. In Canada when we 
establish a ncAV province wc describe it by its 
boundaries and say that the area within them 
constitutes the province. In the end the same 
residl is reached in both cases; but the United 
States ide.-i would not be apiilicable to Can- 
afl.a, hecause the provinces of the Dominion 
are onI\- subdivisicnis for convenience of local 
administration, whereas the states of the union 
are established for the exercise of local sover- 
eignity. Nevertheless with us as with them 
it is the people, not the land, which constitute 
the slate. 

There are no peo|)li' in the world who en- 
joy tlu^ right of sidf-^overninent more com- 
])letely ilian the jieople of Canada. With us 
democracy finds its best expressinn, for while 
we preserve the form of monarchy the |)cople 
govern absolutel)'. It follows thai if the state 
is to be well governed, the best elements of 
which it consists should participate in its 
government, and the best element in am 
eijmniiinity is its unspoiled youth. As a rtilc 
men in their youth have loftier ideals than 
tlicy entertain later in life, liusiness anxieties, 
family cares, and all the various relations 
which arise, as the _sears advance, conjoined 
with the f'-iuts (jf exiiericnce. are apt to take 
away the fresli and wholesome aspirations in 
which youth indulges. The man of mature 
years may be the more practical than his 
younger contemporaries; hut he is also likely 
to be narrower in his vie\,s. to seek for pre- 
sent advantage rather than for prospective 
g(,ioil. The yijung fellow, who has just attain- 
ed manhood, sees before liiin ;i scojie for ac- 
lioii. which in ])oinl i>\ time seems unlimited, 
lie docs not feel, as older men reali.sc, tluit 
what they' have to do must be done .quickly, if 
they' are to enjoy the fruits of if whilei'they 
live. Those of us, who.se memory goes back 
10 the (lays when the Confederation project 
hung in the balance, can recall the ciUluisiasni 
with which the young men espoused the cause 
of union. There were older men leading the 
way. but youth won the battle, the opposition 
caine chieflj- from men who had rcaclied or 
passed the meridian of life. "They saw little 
for them in the change, only a period of. un- , 



certainty. But ihc young men looked into the 
l"nture Their capital was a series of years 
stretching into before them indefinitely, and 
the); vcerc anxious to venture it in the great 
experiment. It is a truism to say that the 
ijhope^q^^Hetcpuntry^^ its youth, 
^l"^^: Tlierct 'is'- Iess o on the part 

of the young men of British Columbia to en- 
gage in the active woi-k c? public life than 
there ought to be. The e>ceptions may be 
co!ispicuous, but the. rule holds good for the 
great majority. .Viul yet this is emi)hatically 
a young man's country, .\owhcre else in the 
world are there greater (jp])orluiiitics offering 
for honorable, courageous and adventurous 
youth! " Tlie" spirit of youth ought to preyaiHn 
the council's of tlic country. It is one of tihe in- 
explicable things of this western •■ tohiinunity 
that the younger men refrain so \cry largely 
from partici|)alion in iinblic movements. The 
political battles ought to be largely fought by 
young men. Their place al elecliems is not on- 
ly in.'thc. comniitlec room or in assisting to en- 
tertain a gathering at a "smoker," They 
ought to be upon the ])latform discussing the 
issues of the day, and bringing to bear upon 
their solution all the enthusiasm and far- 
sightedness of youth. Their influence, if ac- 
tively asserted,' would tend to purify politics. 
This article is not directed to young men only, 
hut to older men. There is in British Colum- 
bia somewhat of a disposition to repress 
youthful aspirants to a share in public debate. 
The same people have been discussing juiblic 
questions in the older parts of the province fen- 
many yeai*s. Tfis time the yoiinger clement 
was encouraged to come more freely to the 
front. . ' ■ , 

To yoinig men it is recommended that they 
take care to fit themselves for active participa- 
tion in public affairs and to have no hesitation 
in coming forward. Tlie, first-step is to fii- 
miltarize themselves with' questions of stale. 
Sport is an' excellent thing in its place To 
meet the demand of the people the pajiers de- 
vote very much s])acc to telling about it. A 
healthy interest in manly sport deserves en- 
couragement, lint it would be wise on the 
part of the youth of the community not-to 'b.eT' 
come wi-apped up in sport, but to give close at- 
tention to iriatters cel^tni;- to the public wel- 
fare, to (inform themselves oh the questions of 
the day. and prepare themselves to deal with 
them'. The practice of jMiblic speaking is by no 
means sufficiently cnllivaled in this province. 
Indeed there seems to be something in the na- 
ture of a prejudice against it. • Our political de- 
bales are, as a rule, di;^ll, and yet on the;rare,\0.c- 
casions, wdicn some iiian with a gift of'bratoVy 
a.ddr.<5S|!CiS a'Britjsh Coi^ audience, he re- 
ceives ■.the heartiest kind of a welconie. It is a 
dltt;y of young men as individuals coinpusing 
the state to familiarize themselves with plat- 
form speaking. Of course it is an art that 
every one cannot ac(|uire, any more than 
every one can become a successful ' singer, or 
pianist. Biit most, men can do bcttec.'lhan}the< 
great majprit^v dp, and to bring this atticreVtp;a^ 
practical;:.conci lisibtt; the suggestion is. iXiTJade 
that greafe'r'a'ftentioii-should be paid toithe' 
f)racticc of the art of debate. It is almost neg- 
lected in Victoria, the few sporadic efforts 
that l ave been and are being made only serv- 
ing to prove how generall_\- the rule is other- 
wise Every young man cannot hope to be- 
come an. orator, whichyisf perhaps just as well, 
but every ypun'g. nian;^ati.-learn hiiAV: to /express 
himself intelligently;, iipon publi'C; gucMlous, 
and 'thc act of qiialifylng one's self to .spealc is 
ihc best means of acquiring knowledge on 
such matters. 

What has been herein said is (uffcred for the 
consideration, also, oi jiarents and teachers. 
Arc our public schools taking care that the 
boys arc learning the rudiments of govern- 
ment and the general nature of public ques- 
tions? Is any organized, attempt being made 
to see that the youth pf the'comnninity is be- 
ing grounded in flie- principles of citizenship? 
Wiiat is being done to develop the speaking 
talent of young men? In some of the Eastern 
l)ri:ivinces inaiu' of the best speakers recei\'ed 
theii' training on the temperance platform. It 
would be easy lo name .a number of the ni<.)st 
prominent public men in Canada who learned 
in that way how to deal with public questions. 
^\'e have nothing corresponding to that here. 
In many parts of the Etist the debating society 
was and is a very common organization, and 
out of these organi/atitnis have graduated men 
who knew how to c.atcli and ludd the atleii- 
tion of .'ludiences. What can he done to de- 
velop the latent speaking talent of the youth 
of Victoria? If this cpiestion can be answered, 
the first step, and an exceedingly important 
step, will be taken towards placing our youth 
in their proper; place in relation to the state. 



ions to win them away from a belief ui the 
tales that had been handed down from gener- 
ation to generation, and seemed to these pie^us 
fathers to be inimical to the truth as Ihey were 
commissioned to teach it. Another reason 
was that Indian traders concerned themselves 
very little about , matters of this kind. So that 
'they could buy furs cheaply and sell them "at a 
profit, they cared little for anything else. An- 
other was the antagonism between the two 
races; another the lack uf knowledge l)y the 
two races of each other's language; another, 
the shyness .of ; the ' Indjans concerning their 
racial traditions. Only those who have en- 
deavored to get an .Indian to tell' them one of 
. these ancifcnt tales can understand the diffi- 
culty of doing so. 11 ere is the case of a very 
intciligent Indian guide in the East. lie was 
asked to repeat the story of Glooscap, the In- 
liian Messiah, but his English being somewhat 
imperfect, and his interrogator having asked 
several questions to clear up some points in 
the narrative, the guide at once 'became sus- 
picious that he was being ridiculed and re- 
fused absolutely to continue the conversation. 
.\n Indian fri;)ni near Cajie .Flattery was asked 
to tell the storv of the great Monster, wdiich 
li\-ed ;it one time in the Oh nipic Range, but he 
franklv' said that he did not wish to be laughed 
at, and that he had been taught at school thai 
white people only ridiculed the Indian stories, 
and for this reason the younger men were not 
taking the trouble to learn them. Yet great 
though the difficulties are, they are not iiisup- 
erable, ami systematic study W'Ould bring 
much of interest to light. 

A limber cruiser said that he had been for 
weeks in the W'-oods in company with an In- 
dian guide. .Vfter a few days he gained the 
-confidence of his , companioui and by degrees 
led him to tell him at the camp-fire at night 
some of the ancient tales of his people lie 
said that he was amazed at the fulness aiul 
interest of the mythology unfolded to him. 
The storj-, w hich im])ressed him most, was one 
that related, as he said, to an Indian Christ, 
and it was told him with such detail and with 
so great local application that it was iinpos- 
sible that it could be'a.;perversion of the story 
■ of Jesus 'as' it had'bcen .told by early mission- 
aries. Among the, few places in .\nierica 
where tribal lore can b'e'leafned from jjcople, 
wdio have not themselves ceased to believe in 
it, is British Columbia, and it will be a matter 
of regret hereafter it steps arc not taken be- 
fore it is too late-tb 'presmjd'/as-niu^^ bf -it as 
possible.

sent to an island. He gathered seaweed; and 
in the night the seaweed became changed to 
men and women. ■ V^'ith these he set out' to the 
■ mainland and established a new people, from 
whom they were descended. This story, short 
and imiKissihie though ii was. led an investiga- 
tor, named .Mc)rse, to follow h up, and he said 
he obtained alnindanl evidence that 'the Ska- 
gits came from beyond the seas, a theory 
wdiicli litid corroboration in the jihysical dii'- 
fcrenccs between them and the nc'ighborintr 
tribes. 

Therefore we ask for Indian legends. The 
writers' names ought to accompany the stories, 
although the}- would not be published unless 
they so desired.

BEGINNINGS OF HISTOP^Y 

h. the previous article of this stiries the 
suggestion w;is made that the shell' lieai)s, so 
common on this .X'orthwesi Coast, should l)e 
explored for .'n'chaeolo^ical remains. There is 
another field of study, eiinally pnnnising and 
almost equally virgin. The myths and legends 
of the Indian tribes would well repay investi- 
gation, and the time to undertake it is now. 
X'c'ry much, that v/ould doubtless have proved 
of very great inte.-ist, and value in a historical 
sense, has been lr>st l.)ecanse of neglect to pre- 
serve the myths and legends of the aborip'nes 
of this continent. The fragments that liave 
been reduced lo writing suggest the existence 
of a vast fund of -story that lias been lost. Sev- 
eral reasons coriibined to prevent the Study of 
Indian legendary lore. Among them was' the 
I'acl that the first white people to possess the 
confidence of the savages to any degree were 
the missionary iiriests, and these worthy men 
were too desirous to instruct the people in the 
truths of the Christian 'cligion to wish lo pre- 
serve their folk-love. Indeed, they were ans- 



SIR WALTER SCOTT, 

That versatile and clever writer. .Mr. An- 
drew Lang, says of the famous author of the 
\Vaverley .Vovels that "lo reail him, to read all 
of him almost, to know his works famiHarly, is 
to have a friend, and, as it avci-c, an invisible 
playmate of the mind. Goethe confessed this 
spell; it affected even Carlylc; all F.urope 
knew its charm ; Alexandre Dumas, the Scott 
of l'"rance, not only felt it but was able to in- 
sjiire it." lint Scol.l, in ihe masterliness of his 
style, his choice of iliction. his C(:>nscientious 
following of all the laws of rhetoric, and the 
poetic grandeur of the vein that runs through 
all his books, was as far aboS'c Dumas as the 
wdiite-clad mountain-peak is abo<'C the green 
foot-hills. To know Scott is to love him, and 
to love him is lo love romance and chivalry, 
truth and inirity, and ihc might of the right. 
'.More than that, it inspires ns with a desire to 
fight for the right. In all these things Dumas 
resembles him, but only as an apt pupil can re- 
semble a great niastei-x A century could i)ro- 
duce ptily one just like him. . His iiifluehce up- 
on the mind of youth is one that can scarcely 
be over-estimated. For a lad to be familiar witli 
the -works of this great writer is the hajlmark 
of liis own integrity of character. 'Prue to na- 
ture always, he yet disdained the crudities of 
realism, and his steiries and p<.ieins are ahva.ys 
ui)lifting. Mis knowdedge of his kind was un- 
limited. ;\ll sorts and conditions of i)eople he 
knew intimately, from princes to gypsies, from 



statesmen to thieves. And he lived in kaleido- 
sco])ic times. In his youth his sou! was stirretl 
by the horrors of the French revolution. He 
felt the sentiment of the Jacobite cause wdieii 
that cause was hopeless, and luvernahyle, the 
man who. sent the Fiery Cross through Spain 
in 1745, was his close friend. His earliest child- 
hood was associated with the .sad disasters of 
tlie American War of Independence; no won- 
der his books and poems arc full of the spirit 
of battle 

He was born in 1771, and most of us have 
reasi of his remarkable childhood, for he very 
early gave evidence of his genius and love of 
■adventure. He- was unfortunate in his iii:st loyc 
afTaii-, if that can be tcrhied unfortunate Avhich 
I)ore fruition only in the rellection of the great 
man's great love iqion others and upon his 
work. \''ery often those things which wc deem 
our saddest misfortunes prove to be our richest 
blessings, and had Scott married his early 
choice, the world might have been the poorer 
for his ideals shattered, or for wealth of feeling 
and sentiment elsewhere bestowed. Had Dante 
married Beatrice, his greatest work must have 
been lost to the world. Had. Petrarch and 
Laura realized the consummation of their de- 
sires, the result would probably not have con- 
ferred a lasting benefit upon mankind. Great 
and noble passions un.satislied. act upon the 
soul of man or woman like lire upon gold. 
Many readers complain that ihe love passages 
in Scott's books are few and far between, and 
that he suggests rather than describes, leaving 
too ratich to the imagination. Is it impossible to 
understand that to him the theme was far too 
sacred to be profaned by too prolific writing 
upon it? 

Scott married .Miss Carpenter in 1797. She 
was a very attractive little w-oman, dark and 
brilliant, wdth a charming manner and a kindly 
heart. Scott made her a'faithful husband, and, 
in spite of the fact that his lirst love was his 
last love as well, they were both happy in their 
union. Of their sons and daughters, only one, 
the wife of John Lockhart, l^ft children. It 
was to this same Lockhart, that upon his 
deathbed the writer said : "Be a good man, my 
dear." "These words,'' writes Mr. Lang, "em- 
brace the unobirusive moral of all that he said 
he was." 

Sir Walter was an unsuccessful lawyer, and 
no less unsticcessful in the long run as' printer 
and publisher. He was primarily a poet, and 
poetry and business dp not go hand in hand. 
At the last, ruin stared him in the faceij aiidYt 
was to satisfy his creditors that he .Vvprked 
himself to death. He w\is able to pay every 
penny that he owed, but he died a poor man. 

"Ivanhoe," perhaps the nibst popular of ail 
Scott's novels, is of rather too long and com- 
jjlicatcd a plot to be produced in synopsis. It is 
a fascinating talc, full of stirring deeds, brave 
characters, and wonderful adventures, and one 
with which, happily, most of us are familiar. 

In "The Fair i>laitl of Perth," the course of 
true love is allowed to run more smoothly tlian 
most of this writer's stories. The scene is laid 
in Scotland during the reign of King Robert 
ill. David, the crown prince, is in love with 
the beautiful daughter of an honest burgher, 
Simon Glover, but as he is not willing to bes- 
tow his hand as avcII as his heart, Catherine, 
the young woman refuses him. Prince David 
decided to kidnap her, and she is only savetl 
at the last moment by the interference of Hen- 
ry A\'ynd, a young armorer. y\s all this occurs 
on Saiiil ^■alentine's ICve, Henry \\'\-nd be- 
comes Catherine's valentine for the 3-ear. But 
many complications arise, and the lovers are 
separated. The Black Douglas appears on the 
scene, and other interesting historical person- 
ages with him. The story is thoroughly Scotch, 
and is teeming with -magical descriptions. In 
the eiid all turns out happily for the lovers. 

"The Heart of Midlothian" is considered by, 
many to be the finiest thing that Scott wrote. 
The plot was suggested by a true incident, and 
the famous scene in which Jeannie Avalks all 
the way lo London to obtain a pardon for her 
sister Effic, wrongfully convicted of child-mur- 
der, finds its counterpart in history.

FAKED FOODS 

So much is heard of pure I'ood laws anil 
food adulteration these t.\a\s that one is prone 
to assume that the abuse in question is a result; 
of modern conditions of trade and competition. 
Such, however, is not the case; for the Greeks 
and l^omans complained as bitterly as the man 
of today of the adulteration of their food. 

In I'liny is t'ound an account setting forth 
how- the bakers of Rome were wont to mix 
with their dough a white earth, soft to the 
touch and sweet to the taste, thus turning out 
a foodstuff that had w^cight and fine appear- 
ance, but little food value. 
' Pliiiy also tottclics upon wine adulteration. 
He assures us that not even the rich Roman 
noble could 1 )e sure thai, the wine he i')urcha!5ed' 
was pure. .Moreover, the famous -wines of 
Falerno were doctored, and wines from Gaul 
generally esteemed to be of the best were as 
a matter of fact artificially colored by ajpcs 
and other drugs. • 

Much complaint was made in Athens' 
touching wine adulteration, so that in time if 
became nccessaryKtt>^|y^ inspectors 
with a view to 'pu'^ttii%'%n^;ciid to the evil. ' 

There was one wdnc merchant, named Can- 
ihare, who was so skilful in the matter of adul- 
teration that his name actually became a syn- 
onym for the expression "clever deceit." Can- 
thare's long suit was in imparting the flavors 
of old age to new w'ine. 

■ And , so on. Throughout Europe, from the 
tenth;century onward, arc found numerous in- 
.stanccs'bf food adulteration in general practice 
by bakers, brewers, vintners, etc. The tricks 
of the trade \vere originated inorc than a thou- 
sand years ago. 
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DIFFICULT PLANTS. 



In all arts and crafts, and in many other 
things, men have a curious tendency to attempt 
what is difficult because it is difficult. When 
they do this they turn an art into a game; for 
the essence of a game is that it sets up arbi- 
trary difficulties to be surmounted by a skill 
exercised for the pleasure of exercising it. 
Thus gardening is properly an, art; yet garden- 
ers have always been inclined, in one way or 
another, to turn it into a game. You may 
blame them for it if you like, but they will pay 
J rio heed to you ; for there comes a time in every 
• gardener's career when he is no longer content 
with a beautiful garden in which all the plants 
thrive and are well arrant^ed, but must court 
difficulties and exercise his skill in overcoming 
- them. H.This may be only a passing phase with 
' 'iHrii';" after many experiments he may lose his 
love of adventure and become a pure artist 
again; but the phase must be passed through; 
, and it is, after all, only a defect of his quality. 

The gardener who is never tempted by difficul- 
:. ties is likely to be dull of spirit. If he is always 
content with easy ])lants, he will soon be con- 
tent to grow them badly. lie must have his sea- 
son of rebellion against Nature if he is not to 
become her submissive slave. 

•The games pf gardeners change from time 
to time. A generation or more ago, their favor- 
ite game was to grow flowers for exhibition, 
and to make them conform to the rather arbi- 
trary standards set up by the judges. This 
game still continues, but it is no longer fashion- 
able, except when it is played with roses. The 
modern gardener who is ambitious prefers 
plants, that are difficult in themselves to plants 
that are made difficult by human rules. His 
object is to keep a plant alive, not to make it 
produce flowers of artificial perfection. This 
new game is better than the old one in several 
respects. It docs not encourage a false taste; 
't exercises higher faculties and it increases our 
knowledge of the craft of gardening. There 
was a great deal of routine in the growing of 
. flowtrs for exhibition. There is none in the 
growiDg. of. difficult plants. Success can come 
only with experiment and observation, and not 
.merely .with painstaking. Besides, many plants 
•, that'were once considered difficult can now be 
1 grown quite easily with a little care, because of 
the knowledge that has been gained through 
experiment; and we may hope that other 
plants still very difficult will become easy with 
further knowledge. Most of the difficult plants 
vvhich gardeners now try to grow are very 
b'eau'tiful, though sometimes their beauty may 
be over-valued because of their difficulty, and 
since they are so difficult, the gardener is not 
tempted to grow them in unnatural conditions 
that would destroy their beauty. He; cnnot 
play tricks with the higher Alpines, lie cannot 
use- them for carpet bedding, as gardeners of 
the past used stonecrops and house leeks. He 
must- grow them among the rocks which suit 
■ their beauty best, and they will soon appropri- 
ately die if they are planted among rocks ar- 
ranged to look like tombstones. In fact, the 
growing of difficult plant.s, if it is not art, does 
at least give the gardener a rcA'crence for na- 
ture. It is like those arduous studies from life 
which the artist mr.st undergo if lie is not to 
become a vapi^i idealist. It may result in mere 
ugliness, but that ugliness will at least be more 
intfercstiiig than the old ugliness of dull routine. 
I . That a passion for difficult plants need not 
destroy the sense of beauty is proved by the 
latest book of Mr. Reginald Farrer, who is cer- 
. tainly possessed of that passion, but who would 
scorn to grow a plant only because it was diffi- 
cult. Mr. Farrer's exhibits at the Temple show 
are well knoAvn, and they prove him to have 
taste as well as skill. He can take the keenest 
pleasure in quite easy plants if they are beau- 
tiful^, and he has very strong views on garden 
.. design.. But he is also a fanatical lover of cer- 
tain plants like Eritrichium nanum and the 
high Androsaces, which no one has yet induced 
to put up with our climate ; so fanatical a lov- 
er that no amount of failures will make him 
despair of them. In this book he tells us that 
Eritrichium nanum promises better in his gar- 
den than ever before ; indeed, he almost per- 
suades both himself and us that it means to 
live. But, even if it has survived this summer, 
there is the winter now upon us, and, so far as 
we know, Eritrichium nanUm has never surviv- 
ed an English winter out of doors. 

It would be easy to tell Mr. Farrer that he 
is wasting his time in trying* to grow it ; but in 
attempting this impossibility he is learning 
much about possibilities, ;md his passion for 
the fairy forget-mc-not is justified by its beau- 
ty. The Swiss thcmsel\'C's call it the King of 
of the Alps, and they arc not apt to express 
much enthusiasm for their flowers, pcrliajis be- 
cause they |iave so many of them. There is 
something magical about the fairy forgct-me- 
not. It looks as if it belonged to a world never 
trodden by the heavy feet of men, for who 
would expect to find on a grey mossy tuft flow- 
er.s of a blue that could not be imagined even 
from the sky? It is famous not only for its 
beauty, but as the type of a certain' class of dif- 
ficult plants, the most hopeless class of all. 
SiOme difficult plants are capricious ; no one 
knows for certain what they want, and there is 
always a hope that their wants may be discov- 
erild and their culture become easy. Eritrich- 
ium nanum is not capricious. It only wants 
what the English gardener cannot give it — (he 
pure air of the high Alps, continual moisture 
all its short growing season, and for the rest of 
the year the unchanging Alpine winter. It, like 
the higher Androsaces, has adaptetl itself to 
grow in certain places, and it will thrive no- 
where else. It has also got its peculiar beauty, 
from thii adaptation— that beauty which ' 
tempts some gardeners like the Siren's song, 
but to its own destruction, not tlieirs. Some 
Iwve vainly Jioped to make-it thrive among par- 



ticular kinds of rock, others give elaborate di- 
rections about soil or the arrangement of rocks 
about it; but no such devices will persuade it 
that an English garden is in the high Alps. It 
learns the truth from the weather, and, having 
learnt it, dies. 

There are other plants besides the high Al- 
pines that arc hardy but will not put up with 
our climate; and some of these have as des- 
perate admirers ass^EritrichiumYnanum itself. 
Among them are the Ohcocyclus Irises, famous 
both because of their curious beauty, and be- 
cause no one has ever made them thrive .for 
long in an English garden. Most of them are 
mountain plants from Asia Minor; and in our 
summers they do not get as much sun as they 
need. This seems to be the simple cause of 
their refusal to prosper; but they are more 
capricious than tlie fairy forget-me-not, some- 
times luring the gardener on by an appearance 
of contentment, and then suddenly dying, just , 
when he flatters himself that he has learnt the 
secret of their wants. Many directions have 
been given for growing them ; but the English 
summer remains the same; and even in a frame 
they do not 'like it. The commonest of them. 
Iris susiana, has been known to flourish and to 
flower well from year to year in an English 
garden. It was known to Parkinson in the 17th 



. century, and he called it the Great Turkic! 
Flowerdeluce. He says nothing of its culture 

and even after the experience of three centuries 
it is unaccountable, living on for years, but re- 
fusing to flower after the first. A very hot 
summer may give it new vigor and set it flow- 
ering again the next year, but that is, only a 
lucky chance. Most ,of the other Oucocyclus 
Irises; such as the wonderful Iris 'orteti. arc 
/"unusually complaisant if theyconsent to live in 
> a frame. It is not merely protection from frost 
or wet that they want, but the natural heat of 
the sun and, pcrliaps, its bright li.ght. Artifi- 
cial heat the}' dislike more than cold. Yet they, 
too, like the hi.gh Alpines, have their fanatics 
who will not believe that they are impossible; 
and they have this value, that they can be cros- 
sed -with other irises more easy to grow. So 
that iiybrids are being produced with tlieir- cur- 
ious .bijauty, but WUhptit; their' peeyilhnfess. '• 

^ There'^are other difficult plants that come 
from climates riot hopelessly diffdrenii to ours, 
but are so impatient of removal that often they 
never recover from it. This impatience seems 
to be the secret of the difficulty of many lilies. 
The little lilium philadeljiliicum is said not to 
thrive even when it is removed to a garden 
near where it grows wild; and several other 
North American lilies are difficult in the same 



way, Lilium auratum will very seldom la.st for 
many years in an English garden; and the rea- 
son probably is that it never gets over the 
shock of transportation. Its first year it lives 
upon the past, but thoilgh it may flower well, 
its roots are so much damaged that it has not 
the strength to take in enough nourishment for 
the future. It may last on for some years, but 
the rest of its life is a slow decline. Other Ja- 
panese lilies, such as the wonderful Lilium 
krameri, suffer even more. If we are ever to 
establish these in our gardens, we shall pro- 
baldy have to grow them from seed and plant 
them out without disturbance of their roots. 
Many lilies seem to be capricious, they thrive or 
fail to thrive in much the same places. Their 
fate probably.;dep.(ends..-ypqn\>the of in- 

jury they have'-suffered iri~rerri6val. This is 
^the case, too, with other plants that often fail 
in oiif 'gardens, such as the Shortias, Epigaea 
repens, and Schizocotlon soldanclloides. They 
arc imported from countries with climates not 
vcr}' different to our own, but, if their roots 
are much damaged in the process, they arc like- 
ly never to recover. When once established 
they live and thrive without much tare,, and 
will'cven, it is said,. increase by self-sown seed- 
lings. Thus it is likely that in time these beau-

'liie followin.g system is recommended by 
the writer: ;\ flock of 500 layers can be run 
on 5 .acres (or 100 birds per acre) by the "col- 
ony house" .S3-stem. Wliite leghorns arc the 
most profitable for this system. They are the 
easiest to rear and keep in good condition for 
laying. They are more alert to take cover 
from hawks. They cat less and can l)e run 
successfully in larger flocks than the Ameri- 
can or lar.t.er l)reeds. Have everything rcadv 
by March 15. Start the incubators with egg's 
bou.glit from a first-class layiii.g strain. In- 
cubators and breeder house are absolutely 
necessary to success. Place the grpwing p.ul- , 
lets out in small open-fronted- coloiiy houses 
for the summer, if possible, near running 
water, and plenty of ferris for shade. When 
ready to lay, \n\t them in permanent open- 
fronted houses with joo birds in each, or in 
smaller houses on skirls, wliich can be moved 
about from place to place, iiie layers are 
kept shut in until 2 p.ni. in the summer time 
to prevent laying out. The breeders are wired 



into an enclosii re' for, the .breeding season,', 
then treated the' same "as" the pullets. ,*Thc 
cockerels are also put iri a separate enclosure 
till 12 or 14 weeks old, when they are sold 
for broilers. 

Eggs are brought every year from the 
same strain, but of unrelated blood, to pro- 
duce the next year's breedin.g cockerels. The 
houses need only be visited twice a day., once 
at 2 p. m. .to let the birds out, feed grain, fill 
I'lp boxes "or'hdppers with dry and beef scraps, 
water and clean out, and again at dusk to' - 
shut them up and gather the eggs'. 'Plenty of 
straw litter must be supplied for scratching , 
in. In extra cold weather a burlap curtain 
may be suspended from the room to within a 
, \fpot of ;the/'front^^^^^ 
will keep the' bii^ds' combs from freezing. ' In 
order to clean the range systematically, one 
acre may be fenced in with wire netting each 
year and grubbed up and seeded down with 
oats arid clover. 

When egg collecting stations and cold stor- 
age facilities are provided, the profits will be 
much larger still, as the- eggs can be marketed 
to much greater advantage. The writer has 
riiade a clear average profit per bird: i9o6r7, 
$2.70; 1907-8, $3.20; .ipc^rp, $3.^5... This in-! 
eludes eggs sold for hatching and sales" 'of . 
breeding birds. The whole flock of 302 layers . 
produced $2,200 worth of eggs and birds, makf 
ing a clear profit of about $1,600.

MAKING NEW ROSE PLANTS., "^ 

AVhere we .get heavy frosts in winter, the 
best, time to propagate hardy roses is in the 
fall — late October or November — after the 
wood has ripened and the leaves have fallen. 
Make cuttings about six inches long; tie them 
in bundles of about fifty for convenience in 
handling, and store for the wintfer in boxes of- 
dani]) sand, which may be stored in a deep; 
cold-frame, or cool cellar, where they will' be 
])rolected from frost. If these conveniences are 
not at hand, bury the cuttin.gs out of doors in 
sand, putting them at least eighteen inches 
deep, and give them a further protection from 
the frost of a thick mulch of leaves or pine 
needles. While the cold winter days are pass- 
ing, these cuttings will be callousing, i.e., mak- 
ing a granular growth over the lower end, from 
which the new roots start. In April, as soon as 
the ground can be worked, plant these cuttings 
in V-shaped trenches, leaving only one bud 
ai)ovc the ground. Ninety per cent of these 
cuttings will root. A\'hcii makin.g the cuttings, 
remember that roots are more easily produced- 
when tiic cuts arc made just under a bud. If 
,y.ou are going to propa'gate from roses under 
glass, do the work in Januarj'- and use only 
flowering wood for making the cuttings. Take 
the last six eyes on the stem for the cuttings, 
making them two or three eyes long; put the 
cuttings in sand on the cutting bench, in a. 
chouse having a temperature of 55 to 58 de- 
grees. A warmer temperature is liable to cause 
the buds to start. Have a bottom heat of about 
70 degrees.

tiful plants may all become familiar to our Rar- 

'•idens tiirough tiie efforts of gardeners who have- 
refused to l^e discouraged l)y their difficult}', 
•'just as Gcntiana \'eriia, which was thought a 
most difficult plant a generation ago, is now to 
be seen .thiriying jn. maiiy^^^^ 

There are sdmc; piahts^hbwevcr", that seem 

. to he altogether capricious. In one garden they 
will tliri\ c like weeds, in another close by, the}- 
will hardly consent to live at all. The best 
known of these is the Madonna I^ily. .Two 
others are the Gentiauella and Tropaeoluni 
spcciosum. In some places the Madonna Lily 
Avill stand any i]) tisage, but where it suffers 
from disease or detenprates-quicklyj. great care 
should be taken Hvrth it. Likeffld'st'lilies it has 
roots that jiersist from year to }'ear and do not 
die when the stalk withers, if these roots are 
damaged, the bulb is weakened. It is also at 
rest only for a very short time, and should be 
disturbed if at all. only at that time, and then 
very carefully, so that the roots may not be in- 
jured. Again, like most lilies, it is a gross feed- 
er, and often suffers from. lack of noiirishra^nt. 
It must not have manure close to the bulb, but 
in poor soils it benefits from a top dressing of 
Avell rotted manure put on every year when it 
is in flower. Again, like many lilies, it dislikes 
a bare spot, and should be grown among the 
leafage of herbaceous plants, or close to vigor- 
ous roses. It also liices lime in the soil. The 
Gcp nanella. a very old plant in our gardens, is 
equally caprieious. In some places no ill-treat- 
ment injures it. In others, though given every 
luxur}', it refuses to flower for years. It may 
be seen boLli thriving and sulking, in almost 
every kind of soil and climate. Except where 
it grows like a weed, it hates to be disturbed 
and Mr. Farrer remarks that it is useless to at- 
tempt to grow it on from small fragments. 
"You can never hope to enjoy it unless you 
start its ciUturc straight away with a sound 
solid mass of it." Also it should be well water- 
ed and top-dressed with vegetable soil the first 
summer after planting. 1 hen, when once it 
has made some strong growth both of roots auil 
tufts, it may be left alone, and will oftcn flower 
well year after year. .\s for Tropaeoluni spe- 
ciosum, it is the most capricious i)lant of all, 
and no one uiulerstands its caprices. With 
great care it can be uiduced to grow and flower 
a little in gardens that it does not like, but it 
is scarcely worth growing at all unless it thrives 
magnificently. Many are the directions that 
have been given for its culture, but you may 
follow all of them, and* yet fail with it, if it 
takes a dislike to your part of the country. 

X Mr. I'arrer si)caks of Daphne cneoruni as 
the mo.=;t incalculable of all jjlants. If you suc- 
ceed with it. he says, your success is always a 
matter of divine chance, and. indeed, x)l two 
plants, with nothing to choose between them, 
and planted side by side, in the same soil, one 
■will thrive and one slowly die. It is not even 
certain whether in our gardens it likes lime or 
hates it. If it docs not take kindly to your gar- 
den, your best chance with it will be to grow 
it where it where its roots can run untler a rock 
but where it will have plenty of room to in- 
crease by means of suckers. Let the soil be 
deep and one half leaf mould, and layer every 
shoot under a little stone as soon as it is long 
cnougli to be layered. If you do this, the 
shoots will spread into a large and vigorous 
bush. You can also increase it by means of 
rooted la\'ers, and if these are ])otted up for a 
time, and then plantcrl out without disturbance, 
Ihcy ^vill usuall\- prosper. The plant is worth 
any amount of trouble. b(,)th for its beauty and 
fgr its wonderful scent. It likes an open situa- 
tion, not too hot or dry, and protection from 
north and east winds. The white Daphne blag- 
ayana, usually considered more difficult, likes 
to be almost smothered in stones. Xo doubt 
both these plants in their mountain homes are 
always having stones and soil washed down on 
them, and have learncfl to like it. 

There are some difficult ])lants that seem to 
liave got a high reputation nnl\' because of 
their difficulty. .Most adventurous gardeners 
have known the disappointment of discm ei in;^, 
after they have made a difficult plant prr wpc r, 
that it was not worth the trouble. The best 
course in that case is to pull it up and have 
done with it. There is no room in any garden 
for plants that are not worth growing. How- 
ever much you may delight in the game of gar- 
dening, you should never make it an ugly 
game.

TO INCREASE THE PRICE OF OR- 
CHARD FRUITS 

By VV. J. L. Ifamiltou. S. Salt vSpring Island. 

Although api)le growing in the province of 
British Columbia is not without profit, orch- 
ardists "are not by any means realizing all they 
could, if the disabilities from which they at 
present suffer were remedied. 

There is no system in marketing. It is true 
there arc^ many eo-oijerativc associ.'ilions 1" 
handle their produce, but. from their vcrv num- 
ber, they ])artly stultify their own ends, f,ir, as 
each separate association works indeiK-ndcnily 
of its neighbors, they are bound to interfere 
with one another, flooding the market from 
time to time, thereby cutting prices. They are 
also hamjKUcd by the faulty grading of the 
fruit, the same brand varying very greatly in 
quality according to the \-ar\ ing ideas and 
\ar3dng honesty of the individual growers. 

Even if the apples are repacked by the asso- 
ciation, each local associaticju h,-is its own gra- 
ding standard, so that the ultimate purchaser 
does not know what he is buying without 
opening each box. This variation cuts prices 
and damages the reputation of the fruit grown 
in the province. Again, a number of small as- 
sociations not only cust more to run than one 
large one would, but they are not capitalized 
sufficiently to be able to .afford sufficient stor- 
age capacity to hold their fruit for top market 
prices. 

Hence tliey have to sell the fruit almost as 



soon as it comes in, so it is all placed on the 
■-market at once, wlicreby it (Uji<:s not realize 
■i'ahything like its full value. 

]f, then, an orchardist desires to hold liis 
fruit, he has to. go to. the e.Ki)cnsc of building 
his ov.'u place of storage, -where the fruit is' 
very seldom kept' under best conditions,. there- 
l)y involving much loss. ' ' 

Small associations, too, handling compara- 
tively "little material,''canuot buy their lioxes as 
low as if they were ordering l)y the million, 
nor can they make terms with tr;uis])ortation 
companies, nor with A\-holesaIe agents. .Another 
menace to the apple industry is the certaintv 
that, sooner or later, the interests of the co- 
pperatiye^^|issod of 
Hie'%holesale m"ercliairt 

tions" agree amongst themselves to sell onlv 
through wholesale merchants, thus working 
hand in hand with (hem, and obviating- tuc 
otlierwise inevitable price-cutting. 

These difficulties c;ui be easil_\- overcome if 
the fruit growers of the pro\-ince will only pull 
together, first learn what they want, and then 
, see that they get it. The means I suggest for 
surmounting alf'these troubles at once has 
. been' frequently veiitilatcd by me, Init the vital 
importance of the issues at stake is a suflicient 
excuse for reiteniting them witliom a])ok),gy. 

To secure uniff)rni grading throughout the 
l'ro\-ince, a central school should ])e establish- 
ed to teach this, and the i)upils from this, once 
the)- have obtained their (lij)loma for fruit 
grading and packing, should be sent out as 
foremen to the different local ]>acking stations 
to be established througluiui the fruit growing 
sections of the I'l-oviiice. 

These local statit)ns need onl_\- consist of a 
shed in which the ])ackcrs could work .sheller- 
ed from sun and rain. The Iruil. roughly 
graded in the (U-chards by the gr(»wers, could 
l)e placed in convenient sized boxes and con- 
veyed in spring wagons tu the packing sta- 
tions, there to be disposed of. 

t )r. if the orchards were large enough to 
warrant it, the gang of packers should pro- 
ceed to the orchards and do their packing on 
the spot. 

Tlu-se g;nigs of packers should be compos- 
ed of the '-hildreu of the fritii growers of ti'ie 
neighborhood, who wouki be paid so much 
per box, and at the same time receivt a 
training which would leave a permanent 
mark on the fruit .growing industry of the 
Province. This would also eliminate any pos- 
sible dishonesty due to the grower boxing his 
own fruit. 

.■\s a check nu the fi.n'enian, inspectm-s 
could be appointed to drop in on the stations, 
just as school inspectors do, and sec that the 
work was being properly done, and accounts 
of the output of each orchard properly kej)!. 
The apple boxes should each- be stamped with 
an official .stamp, showing the district, the 
.grade and name of apple, and the number in 
the box, llesides this, it should have the 
l)ackers' number. 

Once the fruit is properly boxed it should 
be sent to a central depot there to be kept in 
cold storage till the market was favorable. .-Xt 
this point there should be an evai)orating 
plant also, where all apples of No. 3 grade and 
below should be converted into evaporated 
apples, so that the No. 3 grade shrmld be with- 
drawn from the market, where it has no right 
to exist, and be sold ;U ;t ])rice which would he 
much more remuiieraii\e \n the growei-. 

'I'his would also tre;it the culls, at iiresenl 
usually fed to l)i,gs, and the piofii from these 
at iJresent waste sources would go far to pay 
the total expenses of working this scheme. Of 
course, to do all this, it would be necessary 
to centralize all these scattered co-operative 
associations under one head, v/hich should 
re.gnlate all sales, thereby a\ oiding llimdim; 
the market. This central association ^llMul(l 
also ])urchase all boxes, treat with tran>porta- 
tion comiianies, .'ippoinl agents in the rii;irl<els 
of the w(n-Id. and act for the lf;cai associations 
generallv, consolidating their interests and 
effecting many economies otherwise unattain- 
able. 

Hut this central association is the weak 
link in the chain, since something of the kind 
has .-ilready been attempted, and lias met with 

(lis;i^ler. 

I'oii \v\]>>. ,-iiier all. li;is the -realest interest 
ill i"osieriiii4 the apple iiiduslry, and who will 
reap the most profit from it? .Xoi the iruil 
growers but the Provincial (ioverninent. for, 
whereas the fruit growers only get increased 
price for their fruit, the government obtains 
increased population, besirles building up the 
good name of the province as the best fruii 
.growing conntrv on earth. Thev loo could 
run this s\stein ;il oiiec more anthorit,-it i\ ely 
.'lud economically than any less powerful fruit 
.growers parliament .'-iieh as the central asso- 
ciation wottld be, ceuild do. 

They also have more capital in hand to es- 
tablish the cold storage and otiicr costly 
branches of the system, and could Iicttcr treat 
with transportation companies, etc. 

I'.esides they could by this means reduce 
the expense of frnil and orchard inspeciion. 
and could coiiihine under one system the 
iriiitgrowing, dairying, and poultry industries 
(■f the proN'inee. 

.Ml these ecoiKunies wcmhl reduce the 
\vorking cost and i)lace more mone\- in tlie 
growers' pockets, even if, as it should be, the 
first charge on the cost of Hie fruit w;is the 
cost of placing it on the market, i maintain 
tiiat the reduction in the cost of boxes, order- 
ed by the million, and the removal of No, 3 
.grrule fruit from the marlcet, with the increas- ' 
ed price re.'ilised by these, and the culls, ;it 
present a dead loss, when sold as evaporated 
apples W(]uld pay the runniu.g cost of the 
whole system and lea\'e a niar.i^in over, which, 
together with the greatly enhanced price of 
the first placed on|the market unde.r.;the. most 
favorable conditions would nearly double the 
fruit growers' profit ])er acre, besides settling 
up the country, and, by the increased amount 
of cai)ital and ])o])ulatioii, develop ;dl the in- 
dustries of the jiroN-iiice. 

That the methods above suggi.-stcd to at- 



tain the desired results are sound has been 
alreadv i)roved at flood River, Oregon. 

Mere, in a small valley, by similar methods, 
the prices realised have been nearly trebled, 
and the fruit grown has attained such a high 
standard as to have- a world vvidc reputation. 
If -this has beeii"^- done on a small vstalc-f^ith 
such amazing results, what is to be- expected; 
if the whole Province of British' Columbia 
combines to attain these objects? "vSiirely the 
greatness of the results will he commensurate 
with the magnitude of the undertaking, and 
will give us a status unupic ni the history ot 
pomology. •;,;':•>■•■•'"•■'■. ■.■:..'':, 

CONCERNING' EGGS. . • " ,

.-\s eggs are now at what arc called 
fancy ])rices, a few words on this subject may 
not be amiss. Dissatisfaction i,-, often ex- 
pressed at the small size of e.ggs, and when a 
customer pays 70 cents a dozen for eggs that 
are only a mouthful no wonder that he or she- 
thinks if is a fancy price. Now it is a§ easy 
to improve the size of eggs as it is to improve 
the size of apples; and any poultryman could 
soon raise chickens that would lay eggs as 
large as duck's e.ggs if it were his interest to 
do so. But his interest lie.s exactly in the 
oi)])osite direction. R takes large birds to 
lay large eggs and as chickens, like other ani- 
mals, eat in proportion to their size, when a 
poultryman who keeps JJrahmas, or Orping- 
tons, finds that his feed bill is double the size 
of his neighbors who keeps Leghorns, whilst 
hi' gets no more for his large e.ggs than his 
nei.giibor does for his small e.ggs, he naturally 
discards his fowls ;ind goes in f<u- a small breed 
that eats little, and lays a large number of 
small eggs. The remedy lies in the altering 
the system of selling e.ggs. Why should eggs 
be sold by number any more than apples or 
potatoes? The weight of medium sized eggs 
is two ounces each, eight to the pound, and if 
e.g.gs were sold by weight customers would be 
belter satisfied, as the weight of the eggs 
would lun iii:itter to them, and the poultry- 
man would be encouraged to improve the 
lu'eeil of his poultry. ' . '

FRl^IT THINNING . • 

By K, R. Sjtre^tfield, Saaniclvl 
In., your igsue of Sunday, December 
i2th, you invite cdrrespondence on the' subject 
of fruit thinning. This is a most necessary 
jjractice with, nearly all varieties of apples, 
pears ;nid ])linns. with the exception oi a few 
N.'irieties that are natur;ill_\' sh\' licarcrs. it is 
aih isable to thin to enable the tree to produce 
fair-sized mark-etable fruit and also to pre\-eiit 
the formation of a habit of bearing enormous- 
ly one yeajhand a few specimens the next. 
Young treeiuwill often bear good specimens 
without thinning, but-as they get older, thin-, 
ning the fruit is as necessary as pruning,|' 
spraying or cultivating if one wishes for fruit 
to ])ut on the market. ] was under the im- 
pression that there could be no dispute about 
this subject. 1 may add that thinning works 
in very well with some small fruits as at slack 
times or ;.Qtji|,damp days. ; '■ 

When ■■iyorking at ail high up tlie thinhed' 
fruit should be thrown over the shoulder 
aw.ay from the tree,> because if droj^ped 
through the-'tree it vvill very likely bruise other 
fruit. " ■ %.»

VASE FORM OF TRAINING FRUIT". 
TREES. 

Hy W. J. L. Hamilton. South Sail Spring. 
'I'hrougliont Dritish Columbia, fruit trees 
have in the past, all been trained in pyramid 
form. Even today 1 expect severe criticism 
for advocating any other method. But I have 
been the victim of this style of training in my 
own orchard, and 1 hereby ]5lace m\-self on re- 
c<n-d as decl.'iriiig that, unless for fillers. I shall 
never set out ;uiother pvramid trained tree, 
in future m_\- trees will all he trained to the 
\-ase form. 

' Hy the terms "pyramid" and "vase train- 
ing" I do not allude to dwarf trees, but to full 
sized standards, trained as the French train 
their dwarfs. 

With the pyramid form I find too many 
apples grown in the shade, and consequently 
lacking in color. .Morccu'cr, such trees arc 
costly to prune and s])ray. and the cost of 
Liatlieriiig the fruit is much heavier than with 
the v;i>e iraiiieil !ree, to say nothin.g of the 
dam;i.L;e dt.nie by l;ulders, used not (Uily for 
g;ilhering the ri])e fruit, but for pruning and 
thinning also. 

One objection made to the vase method of 
lr;iining is the dilficnl!\' of culti\'ating close to 
the tree stem, when, is indispensable for 
best results, the tree 1.-, heade<l low, liraiichin.g 
at about 13 inches from the ground. 

Ilrt when a pyr.'uiiid tree is loaded with 
fi nii the branches bang even lower, and are 
much harder to culti\ ale under and the objec- 
tion is obviated any way b}' the new ^orchard 
cultivating implements, which are given side 
draft sufficient to reach tlie stem, v/hilst the 
team works clear of the briuiches. 

.V.gain, (hey object (ha( this is an un- 
natural form for the tree. Is it?. 1 (hink most 
ap])le (rees, if left U) themselves, v^'ill more 
nearly approach the vase than the • pyramid 
form, ' :- 

Anotlier objection urged against Ihe^.vase 
form is that Ihc winter snf)ws will break it 
down. So (hey undoubtedly tvould .if! .ivc did 
not take precautionary measures. To avoid 
this, \\'hils( they are youn.g we temporaril}- 
hold the bi'anclies secure by tarred yarn. Once 
the branches are strong eiiou.gh we take gal- 
vanized screw-eyes and insert one into each 
branch,''-bu-! the inside, 10 feet above the 
ground. Next' \\'e take iS'o. 13 galvanized wire 
and attach' a ?tifficicnt length of wire to each 
of these screw eyes. We then attach all the 
h-ee ends of these wires to a galvanized har- 
ness ring, which is thereby held supported 



right ui the centre of the cup formed by the 
branches. By this means all tlie branches 
support each other, so that no snow can hurt 
the tree, nor can any wind shake off the fruit. 

All pruning, gathering fruit, etc, c^ii be 
done' by running .-i suitable .• plaiik -.irigliL 
through, thef.tenti'e of .the tree, jiist abov.e'''.;tlvc 
wires, tlre"lDufer "eiid.s of the plank being sup - 
ported on stepladdcrs or trestles. 

Much could be said about trainin.g, etc., 
but it could not be done justice to in a short 
article. .-Xnother lime, I may have something 
to say on these matters.

. I notice a request in your Sunday is- 
sue for experiences in fruit thinning. I have 
practised this for years, and can endorse al| the 
claims for the procfess ' that ' ybii' iiieritibn in 
your article. 

Some ajjples shed so many of (heir fruit 
naturally that the work is rendered easy, 
whilst others, of ilvhich Salome is .a .notable ex- 
ample, hang on to their fruit so persistently 
that, if not rigorously thinned, very few of the 
fruit will grow to marketable size. The rule 
for thinning is so to do it that no two apples 
will touch one another Avheii fully .grown. 
This gives each apple scope to grow to its full 
size, and does not overload the tree. Also it 
insures better colored fruit, as the sun has 
better access, and the fruit are more even in 
size, more vigorous in growth and consequent- 
ly more disease-resisting. 

Unthinned a])ple trees will generally 011I3' 
bear a full crop everv second year, sim])h' be- 
cause tlie (juantity of seed produced {iiiv seed 
rather than fruit saps the energy of the tree), 
so exhausts the tree that it needs a season to 
rest and recuperate. With properly thinned 
trees, the weight of ajiples produced will be 
.greater than if this operation is not performed, 
owing to the increased size of the fruit, wliilst 
the number of seeds formed will be reduced, hv 
the thinning process, to a point which will not 
unduly strain the tree's vitality, so a good 
crop nniy be expected every year, unless other 
causes pre vent, this; Moreover, where two ap- 
pH?s touch, spray cannot reach fhis-point: also, 
the skin being more tender at the point of con- 
tact, this is where the chief injury by insects is 
found, generally affecting both the apples, 
where they touch, and distortion of the fruit is 
often caused by pressure. The market at 
present,calls for a red apple, ami, on the coast, 
at any rate, to produce this, . every beam of 
simshine available jn.tist be utilized, since, with 
the amount of water vapor in suspension in the 
air, the sun's rays have not the same power 
they have in the dry belt. Now, fruit thinning 
])revents the apides shading one another, and, 
naturally, the blush caused by the sun has a 
better chance to develop. This is also one of 
the many reasons why the vase system of 
training orchard trees is rapidly coming into 
favor, and displae.iiVgitheioldei^^^ form. 

My presentitre^::are.i#aft^ pyramids, 
but never agaiii'will Implant onei^ that I cannot 
train in vase fdrmV All the above applies to 
other fruits also.

; - THINNING OF FRUIT. 

Iiy James Simpson, ^'ictoria. 
This is one of the most important opera- 
tions in connection with fruit culture, and is 
beneficial to all fruits, but especiallv so to 
pears, plums, and peaches. All first-class grow- 
ers practice it thoroughly, and find good profit 
in djoing s.o./-.l*he writer once saw 30,ooq bar- 
rcls^rpfr/Novi Scbliian apples sold in Liverpool, 
theibiilk 'of which averaged .$3 per barrel, but 
whenever a little e.\'tra quality in size was 
shown, the price ran up to $4 and often to $5 
per barrel. 

Jf the orchard trees are not allowed to get 
too high, the oi)eration is a very simple one, 
and can be done in a few minute.s'])er tree, .Not 
more than two apples should be left on a spur. 
Where the spurs are very thick, one fruit per 
spur is quite sufficient. 

The operation should be done when the 
frui( is quite small, as by this means the full 
slrengtii of the tree .goes into what is left; 
where this thinning is cond)iued with good 
cultivation, such as pruning, cleaning, manur- 
ing and airation of soil, the results are almost 
marvellous. The writer has seen in South 
Wales, near Cardiff, trees treated thorou.ghlv 
by the Marquis , of Butcs' gardener, bearing 
pears nine inches in length, being the finest for 
.size, quality and crop, he e\ er saw. beating the 
lanunis orchards of Kent, including even (he 
famous Mr. Uunyard's, Maidstone, Kent, which 
the writer had (he pleasure of inspecting, and 
seeing (he same varie(y of pear. 'Phere is no 
doubt whatever of the capacity of Vancouver 
Island to grow, first class apple's, and plenty of 
them, but to do so, growers must do as indi- 
cated above. Good people want the best cpiali- 
(V of fruit, and are quite willing to piiy for it. 
.Some three weeks ago, I told one of our lead- 
in.g ranchers as above, and where I had seen 
his fruit was ne.glccted in respect of tliinnin.g, 
his answer was that he had not time to go (wer 
1,100 trees. Well. 1 said, you must find time, 
or get .some one else to do it for you, as it is the 
only way to make your place pay, as you would 
get; a ;;bctter .market and .much better prices, 
aiid-wouTd never have any trouble in selling. 
The proiiiised Experimental farm for Vancou- 
ver Island should be a great power for good, 
if it is properly handled by a competent i)arty. 
All the kinds of fruit trees mentioned should be 
thinned out same as recommended for apples, 

ORCHIDS FOR NORTH EXPOSURES. 

The following orchids may be grown in ;i 
greenhouse with a northern exposure. In a 
cool house, one having a temperature of 50 to 
60 degrees rCattleya citrina, Coelogync cristata, 
Epidendrum vitcllinum, ]..,ycastc l3cppii., Mil- 
tonia Candida, M. Morclliana; Odontoglossum 
cris]niin, O. Insleayi, 0; maculatura, O. pul- 
chellum, and O. Rossii, var. majus ; Oncidium 



■ flexuosurai-^fO.'Jincurvum, O. ornithorhyncimm, 
and O. tigrinum; Sophronitis grandiflora, and 
Vanda Amesiana. In a temperature of 60 or 
70 degrees grow .''xerides in variety ; Angrac- 
cum sesquipedale, coclogynes. such as C. Da)'- 
aiia, massangeaiia, tonientosa ; . cymbidiums in 
variety ; . Laelia, purpurata, Miltonia ■ RoezHi ; 
Oncidium Cavendishjanum, Carthagincnse, lu- 
ridum, and splendiduni ; Peristeria elata, Pes- 
catorea cerinea, I'ollea in variety h(tis i^ also 
Icnown as Zy.gopetalum), Phajus in variety, 
Phalaenopsis in variety, .Saccolabium in varie- 
ty, Trichopilia in variety, Vanda tricolor, var. 

■■suavis, and nearly all cy])ripcdiums except pos- 
sibly insignc, although it will often grow well 
in such an exposure.

PROPAGATING EXOCHORDA 

The pearl bush (E.xochorda .grandiflora) is 
increased either l.iy seeds, layers or cutting. 
Seeds are produced, as a rule, only on an old or 
unpruned plants. The shrub is valued for its 
strings of white flowers. To produce these, 
the plants are -pruned in May shortly ".after 
flowering aiid before the seeds arc ripe,' In or- 
der to induce the plants to jiroduce an abun- 
dance of young flowering shoots. If seeds can- 
not be obtained, make layers in .fune. .'\s a 
rule, it is difficult to get cuttings to root. 
Should }-ou prclcr this method, you \vill have 
the l.)est success if tlie work is done under 
glass. J'ut plants in heat in the greenhouse 
during the winter several weeks before propa- 
gation is to be done. For cuttings, usee soft 
wood and insert them in sand which has a 
strong bottom heat and cover with a frame or 
bell glass in order to maintain a close atmos- 
phere. Occasionally, cuttings arc grafted on 
pieces of old wood.

FEEDING ROSES 

The best way to feed old established rose 

plants is hy trcncliing the .ground just outside 
iif the old trench lines. The plants will not 
shi3w the results as quickly as when surface 
tiressin.gs of manure are given or the ground 
watered with manure water, but the effect is 
much more lasting. If it is not practical to 
trench feeding may be accomplished by giving 
the beds a 4 or 5-inch dressing of well decayed 
manure and spading it under. Then after the 
leaf buds. open and just before a rain give a 
dressing of bone meal. About the middle of 
May commence watering the bed with liquiil 
manure, gi\'in,g it once a week. There is only 
one drawlDack to this metliod, it brings the 
roots of the roses to . the surface.

WEALTHY CRANKS. = 

That possession of much of the, world's 
.goods is frequently attended by the manifesta- 
tion of the -weirdest eccentricities on part of 
the owners is amusingly illustrated by the-fol- 
lo\vin.g curious instances: 

In Vienna there lives a .wealthy man, a 
Pole of noble origin, occupying sumptuous 
apartments in the heart of the capital's ,fashr 
ionable quarter, who, when he wishes to sum- 
mon his servants, docs so by means of bugle 
calls. A favorite pastime of this eccentric is 
to dri\'e an omnibus, attired like any ordinary 
driver of such a vehicle, wherever he may find 
aristocratic ecpiipa.ges to be most numerous. 

The Viennese assert that, wdiile he spends 
a fortune each year upon clothes, yet he is 
never clad in any save .the .discarded garments 
of his valet. On one occasion the Pole astound- 
ed the guests at a ball by appearirig iii a cos-" 
tunic of pure v.diite, with the notable excep- 
tion of shirt and tie, which were entirely black. 
'Po complete the oddities, it may be added that 
wdien dinin.g. \vhich he invariably accomplishes 
alone at a table d'hote, he maintains his reputa- 
tion for crankiness by reversing the usual or- 
der of things and be.ginnin.g his meal with a 
demitasse, working backward to the soup. 

It was not long ago that .there died in. an 
American town a wealthy eccentric, who, 
-thou.gh he had never for 3'ears been outside the 
grounds surrounding his resitlencc, was ac- 
enstomed to lioast each day that he had walked 
to certain towns, .generally at a great distance 
from his house.

It is said that winter and 
summer alike finds him sleeping without a 
particle of clothing, with the windows of his 
apartments thrown wide open. It has been his 
custom also to stroll in the garden, even on 
Intterly cold daj's, in a garment much resem- 
blin'g.'lhat ordinarily worn by norhial people 
oniy'-3t5vhight.

(r_\- ASTis a man who lived in a certain town in 
the south id' iMigland. Mis fad excited much 
attention ;i!ul aniiiscment among his neigh- 
bors. Punctually at noon each day he would 
appear in his front yard, with a crimson tur- 
ban on his head, his feet covered with ricfily, 
embroidered and jewelled sandids, and with 
a coolie cloth round his waist. Then, absolute- 
ly indifferent to the lioots of the people in the 
street, he would first i)ray aloud to the sun, 
"the father of light and good," and immediate- 
ly aiti'rward ])ros(r;ite hi'uself before a (juaint 
miniature temple wliereiu was enshrined a gro- 
tes(pie idol with diamond eyes. What niade 
his eccentricity remarkable was the fact that 
lie v.'as not of Eastern origin, nor had he ever 
been converted to any religious faith or cult of 
the East.

Before ])arents frame any system for teach- 
ing their children to jjovern tlicmselvcs, should 
not they ask whether they themsches have 
achieved the art of self-Government ? If tiiey 
* .have^^ can they hope \yith any prospect of 
■ sticcess '' to impart the art to their children ? ■ 
. 'V Hardly. And yet do not every day 
'" meet parents who are apparently quite ob- 
■\-ioiis to the fact? 

W'c see fathers who wish and expect their 
sons to grow up gentlemen ; but who are con- 
stantly setting tlicm the example of being- 
rude to their mothers. And wc sec mothers 
Avlio teach their daughters the catechism and 
impress npon them the duty of honoring their 
parents, but who, all the same, often speak be- 
fore them in disparaging — perhaps even con- 
temptuous — terms of their fathers. 

'riiey ha\'c not learned to govern their 
■tongues — the A 1^ C in the art of self-govern- 
ment. 

Anyone who knows anything of children 
knows that tliej' are very keen and shrewd ob- 
servers, and that many things which one 
■would suppose passed before them without at- 
tracting their attention sink dccpl}- into their 
minds, and leave unalteralilc results. The 
things their fathers and mothers do are some 
of these — far more than the thin',^^ they say. 

Think you that a boy who sees his father 
■wink at a dishonorable action is likely to grow 
ii]) with a horror of such action? Or, if by 
chance, owing to some inborn sense of recti- 
tude such as is implanted in some natures, he 
does grow up with a horror of baseness, can 
he k'ce]) the respect lor his father ^vhich every 
boy ought to have, and which should lie one 
of his safeguards through life? Can he pos- 
sibly "honor" the father who sets him such an 
•'example? 

The cultivation of self-control is one of the 
■first duties'of parents. .\ man or woman >yjth- 
(nit the power of ruling themselves is a sorry' 
])ersoii to have the care of young lives en- 
trusted to them.

GOWNS AND GOSSIP 

If there is one season of the year more ex- 
clusively devoted to bridge than another, it 
is the winter, when tiie short afternoons drive 
one indoors early arid leave one with several 
hours on hand to' get through before dinner. 
• Bridge has taken a firm root, and has become 
a jicrennia! among us; and not even the jig- 
saw craze which has made many ])eople's li\-es 
a burden to them during a round of country 
hotise visits, has been able to dim the attrac- 
tions of bridge."' 

People even bear up against the criminally 
bad features that often fall to their lot at 
bridge teas. "Do you know tlie leads?" said 
a friend of mine to the lady allotted to her 
at one of these entertainments. ".\o; are they 
nice |:)CC)ple?"' was the innocent reply of the 
neophyte. "U'hy in the name of fortune tlid 
you not play your diamonds ?—wc were bound 
to make the trick!" exclaimed an outraged 
plaj'cr on another occasion to the idiot be- 
stowed by Providence and a careless hostess, 
"llccausc I felt you wanted me to do so, and 
I hate being influenced by a ijartuerl" was the 
amazing reply, which not tinnaturalh' raised 
the teniperature aroiuul this particular l;d)le. 
'J'hese are "ower true" tales, and ,go to show 
that not everyone who calls should be chosen 
for a bridge jiaradisc. 

Next in importance to learning the game 
])ro|jerly before being the vehicle of 1 ringing 
loss of temiier and money to one's friends and 
ricr|uaintanccs, is the choice of ;i suil.able dress. 
.\nd as bridge bulks so largel}- in the fore- 
ground of (jur (lays and night ai piesem. 1 
think a few words about bridge coals will not 
be out of [ilace. 

One great charm about a bridge cjat i^ 
that it allows of almost as nnicit in(b'vidii;d 
treatment as a tea gown. The bridge coat is 
in a way "a chartered libertine," and can do 
as it pleases. It may be long, loose and trans- 
parent; it may be in lace, hcav}' as guipure, 
light as Limerick or Valenciennes ; the rid- 
ing coat of r.ouis .\\'., with full skirts rmd 
gigantic jjocket fla])s, may be re\-iv'.'d in all il ^ 
•snmptufnisness, or it may shriidc to the Iji.lei-n 
of the ,S])anish matador, and vet find fa\-or. 
\ The bridge coat is above the law of fashliiU, 
and is the properly understood tea gown. All 
that, is required of it is that it should suit its 
wearer, add to the picturesciuencss of the gath- 
ering, and have no elbow ruffles or other im- 
pedimenta which can get in the waN of ,1ie 
game. Some of the new soft brocades lint 
are among the iiu'cly new niateii.als of the 
season will make the most lovel}- bridge e(iats; 
and even more strikin,g in effect for this pur- 
pose would be the euibossed veh^ets with flor- 
al designs on satin grounds. The rage for 
striped patterns, which is one feature of this 
season's fashions, should also help the .'•eoker 
after novelty in bridge coats. .-Nnd I h;i\-o sjcn 
beautiful effects wrou.ght \vith stripes of vel- 
vet embossed ri])hoii and guipiu'e of lace insci'- 
tions in semi-fittin,g models.

a most decorative and respectable appearance 
on a bridge jacket. 

The woman who is clever with her fingers, 
and gifted with a^ little imagination, ought to 
be able to turn out a series of bridge coats and 
tunics for her winter campaign at a compar- 
atively small cost. Suppose one of my read- 
ers has an evening, gown of brown satin from 
last wdnter, or even the winter before, during 
both of ^vhich periods brown was ;i fashionalile 
color for evening \\'car. She cann(it wear t!ie 
dress in it.s original style ;niy longer; but if 
she took a pretty design of sketch (many pret-

It is a curious but noteworthy fact that an 
audience will, even in a theatre, begin' to talk 
somewhat audibly, the moment the lights arc 
turned low for some thrilling scene. And, as 
one who, in her j-outh, has taken part in many 
tableaux vivants (wc were rather celebrated 
for them in my girlhood's home of long ago), I 
admit it is rather trying when you feel you 
have just "got inside" sonic thrilling part, and 
have worked U|) the appropriately tragic ex- 
pression, to hear "Who's that?" "So-and-so." 
"No. it's loo tall and her hair isn't grey." "Oh, 
of cor.rse it's ]>ow(lered !" And so on till with 
its welcome swish, the leaded curtains swing 
together and the tension of the "subject" may 
relax for a few seconds. And now, to consider 
the best jilace for tableaux vivants. In the old 
home to which I have alluded, some bygone 
architect h.-^d evolved the ideal place! For, at 
the top of the wide, sloping oak stairs was a 
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passementerie motifs in topazes atid tur- 
(|uoises, would not the state of that brown 
satin, bcjeweled and bc-furred, be far supcrie)r 
to its first? 



TABLEAU VIVANTS 

Some Hints for the Organizers 

.'\t this time of year in many a family con- 
claves are being held as tc what can be done 
in the way of some little entertainment to 
friends and neighbors. Of eourse the first idea 
(if the young folks is "a dance," but that upsets 
any but a large house with a corresponding! v 
large sl.aff of servants, much for sdui'e 

"powers In be" sanctioning it. I 'aterfamili;is 
o'ojects to the house being turned inside out for 
days, while materfamilias. has qualms about a 
big supper just when there is already a large 
party slaying in the house. 

'J'heatricals may be the ne.xt suggestion, 
but this again fa-lls through, first owing to not 
enough room for a .srood sized stage, not 
enough talent ;inioiig f.amily and friends for 
acting worth seeing, to say nothing of all the 
expense and bother (even if space and talent 
arc available), of scenery, dresses, etc., etc. .\t 
last some one suggests tai)leaux vivants. 
"We've room for those," the young people cry. 
"Anybody can keep still, and we can manage 
the dresses ' .Now with all due deference to 
optimistic youth, there is much more wanted 
in tableaux viv;iiits than mere standing still! 
To sonic — nay many people — the mere fact of 
being asked lo "kec]) still" results in a stiff at - 
titude, and a stare like that of that celebrated 



large oak-floored landing, capable of seating 
sixty or seventy people, and at the end of the 
landing, up five or sixsteps, was an archway 
leading iiUii a square antcH-liamber, wlience 
opened two bedrooms, in which our troupe 
dressed. 

h'ailing sucli a ready to hand stage ;ui(l 
auditorium as I have just (U-scribed. 1 incline 
lo a long, wide corridor, a favorable spot for 
one's show. The sta.ge and frame should be 
fixed fully three feet from the floor. The ad- 
vantage of a corridor sealed audience is that 
everyone gets a front view, whereas the last 
tableaux I arranged (some years ago) were at 
the end of a large dining rocnn, and, of course, 
those seated .at the sides would not get nearly 
such a "pictui'e" effect as those facin.t; the 
sta.ge. 1 'er'-oually 1 do not believe iit inoix' 
than two [dv at ninsl three) peojde in a t;il)- 
lean. for liowe\'er cleverly they may be 
grouped, one lacks the "atmosphere" and mid- 
dle distance of a picture, and many figures, lui- 
Icss in very skilful hands, have a tendency to 
look like lovely waxworks rather than a pic- 
ture. 

I may say that an excellent source of in- 
sjiiration foi- tableaux \'ivants are the Royal 
Academy illustrated catalo.gues for the last 
few years. In making uj) a working list of 
the tableaux to be given, one should write 
down on a large sheet of foolscap first each 
subject, below that the ])crson or persons ap- 
])eariiig, below that "jiropert ies" wanted, and 
lastl}', dress and e\'er}' detail tliereiif. \\'heii 
the time for the dress rehearsal be.gins, there 
should be a lonj^- table arranged all down the 



centre of the ladies' dressing room, and some 
calm and businesslike person told off to ar- 
range the things in the sequence they will be 
nce(,le(l. Some things will doubtless [ilay a 
double ])art: the same clingin.g white robe 
worn by "Elaine" may come in, with addi- 
tions of a lace scarf, etc., for a Marcus Stone 
subject; and the "dressci-" n'.ust, when a tab- 
leau is ov^, cast aside all that is not shown on 
a list given as "wanted again." 

Dress need not be taken loo serioush' in 
many tableaux! The players should renieni- 
bcr that the audience will not have time to 
study detail. What is wanted is color "vrai 
semblance" and effect. 

Of course many old country houses can 
furnish "proi)crlies" of bygone days ; an old 
Peninsular uniform with its towering plumed 
shako, a great-grandmother's brocade gown, 
some ancestor's court suit, etc.; and the wise 
manager naturally -gets up certain tableaux to 
suit these treasures. 

Needless to say that care should be taken 
that no one jilays in two consecutive tableau.x, 
for the result can be but fUtrry and a trying 
wait for tlie audience. ^ 

To one person only' should the posing be 
entrusted^ and there should — wdicrever po.s- 
sible — be some six or ci,ght feet between the 
"picture" and the curtain, for no one can jiose 
a tableau really well unless he, or she, sees it 
from the point of view .of 'the^audicnce, instead 
of from the side ; as must inevitably be the case 
when the curtain falls together close to the 
'frame. 

SANTA CLAUS THE WORLD OVER 

Christmas is essentially the children's time, 
but they would think there was something rad- 
ically wrong if it lacked the visit of their dear 
old Father Christmas, or, as he is often called, 
from the example set by our American cousins, 
Santa Claus. 

The original Santa Claus was St. Nicho- 
las, the wonderful bo}' bishop of Myra, who 
died in ,-^43, and who was the particular friend 
of children, lie was the patron saint of Rus- 
sia, and often represented also as being that 
of butchers, thieves, maidens, parish clerks, 
and sailors. This no doubt has something to 
do with the remarkable energy displayed by 
Santa Claus in December. 

\\Mien he reached Holland, the Dutch called 
him "St. Nikolaas," and soon the name Ijccame 
abbn;;viatc(l to vSanklaas. This latter title was 
carried to New York by the Dutch emigrants, 
where the English colonists Anglicised it lo 
Santv, and afterwards Santa Claus. 

The date allotted to Saint Nicholas in the 
Church Calendar is December 6, and it is on 
this date still that he visits Austria. When 
the saint's feast is being kept up, the bouse 
door is suddenly opened. A fair-haired ])oy, 
dressed all in white, carrying a scejilre in his 
hand and wearing a mitre on his head, enters 
the room. Jle is symbolical of the boy bishop. 
Following him are two little band!? of chil- 
dren, one tot dressed in white to rcprcs(;nt 
angels, and the other in black to typify 'de- 
mons. "The Bishop" then is given a chair, 
and the children of the house are put through 
their cateehism. Those who answer well re- 
ceive a nice gift from the "an.gels," .and the 
others arc given a black dog by the demons. 

The black doggies arc so fascinating that, 
alas ! children have been known lo answer 
badly in order to obtain one ! 

In Holland, too, St. Nikolaas pays his 
yearly visit to the children on December 6, 
when he finds many pairs of shoes on llic vari- 
ous hearths waiting lo be filled with gifts. 

I-'rench children also |)nt their shoes on 
the hearthst(nie or mantle piece, to receive ' 
])resents from Jean Noel. 

In Gtrmany, Christmas is an even greater 
festival than it is in England. Santa Clans 
as the Christ-child comes before Christmas 
ICve, in order lo discover how the children of 
the house h.ive behaved during the past rear. 
A ver\- ileliglitful custom is still preserved on 
Christmas J'.ve among some of the German 
peasants. .'\ table \< ^proarl for a meal in the 
feast-room, and many candles kept burning 
throughout the whole right, in case the \'irgin 
and her Child, when-bringing the children's 
gifts, should need refreshment.'' 

Despite St. Nicholas being the patron saint 
of the country, Santa Claus, strangely enough, 
pays no recognized visit to Russia. 

The little Finns, however, look forward 
tri the visit of Santa Claus with great zest, who 
comes from an unknown island in the Arctic 



seas to bring them all that they want most; 
and in Finland he hears an immense fur coat 
and rides in his own traditional sleigh, drawn 
b}' four galloping i-eiiideer. 

In one country only is vSanta Claus sup- 
posed to recei\'e any help in the distribution of 
presents. This is in Switzerland, where he is 
always accompanied by his 'wife Lucy, who 
wears the Swiss peasant costume and carries 
the tilings which arc .given to the little girls. 

In China, Santa Claus pays his annual visit 
on New Year's Day, which is, of course, the 
great day of the year to the yellow man. In 
thai country he is represented by a lea-trader, 
wdio carried on a bamboo pole two ordinary 
flat Chinese trays slung across .his shoulders. 
These are filled witli presents, Avhich' are dis- 
tributed among the children. 

In America and the colonies, as in England, 
the children hang up their stockings on Christ- 
mas Eve for Santa Claus to leave his gifts in. 
lie is generally regarded in these countries as 
being a very jovial, burly old .gentleman, with 
a long white beard and a fur-trimmed scarlet 
coat, which has very capacious popketS; 

The latter garment he .'must . find' rather 
warm and cumbersome while -during "duty ..in 
Australia and India. - ' • 



DECORATIONS FOR THE XMAS DIN- 
NER TABLE. 

For some weeks prior to Christmas the 
methodical housewife is busy with; her many 
preparations for the festive seasoii :- 'and she 
will eventually save herself a .good deal of anx- 
iety if she also gives some little thou.ght to Ihc 
future adornment of her dinner table; for by 
so doing, and making' an early decision and 
choice of style, many of the little accessories 
can be manufactured and laid aside ready for 
use. in this way, a great deal of time, thought 
and labor will be saved when - the inevitable 
rush comes. ■ 

From many pretty ■ and novel .'decprati've 
schemes suitable for Yuletide, that of an ice 
carnival in miniature is one of the most attrac- 
tive: and though it requires care and neat 
manipulation, it is not at all difficult to con- 
struct : this is an instance, also, where a good 
deal of work can be prej)arcd beforehand. In 
all probability the table ow this occasion will 
be extended to its utmost capacity in order to 
seat the lai-ge family party. If so, all the bet- 
ter for the decorations, as they will appear to 
greater advantage. 

h'irst of all, jirocure a strip of ground .glass, 
^vhich must be delerniined in len.gth and \vi(lth 
by the in-oportioiis and shape of the table. 
L'nderiicath this sjiread a ])iecc of grey ma- 
terial in order to .give it the appearance of ice. 
Cut some 3-iii. strips of white cotton wadding, 
which is laid on the table to cover the edge of 
the glass. Later on, when other details arc 
comj)leted, the waddin.g, which is to be fluffed 
up. its edges bein.g dr.iwn out over the ice, to 
look- like snow sweepin.gs. Some time before- 
hand, delicate bare branches and twigs should 
l)e collected from the .garden, as well as fir 
cones, small jiieces of golden bracken, scarlet 
rose seeds, or any other tliin.gs like!}'- to pro\'c 
useful. 

All may be covered with an imitation ice, 
b)' making a solution of i lb. alum to one 
cpiarl of water, and boiling until quite dissolv- 
ed, then the articles to be coatecl with rime 
are suspended in this for about 24 hours. 

If space pcruiit, make a small islaud in the 
centre of the Inlce and firml_y ]ikuit the taller 
hr;iuches in a low jar of shot, ny sand; around 
the roots of which draw some frozen twi.gs, 
snow, and bracken, etc. If preferred, the trees 
can be arranged at cither end of the lake in- 
stead of in the middle. 

.\ length of silver tinsel ribbon . ihscribcti 
with mottoes and CIndstmas greetrngsUs next 
to be laid irrcgidarly along the outside of the 
snow bank, with here and there a cluster of 
twi.gs. icicles, and berries, or some of those 
beaulifully tinted bramble leaves, so plentiful 
in the autumn. These, with the addition of a 
few pieces of frosted golden bracken will .give 
the necessary note of warm color to the scene. 
If a .specially fine effect be desired, place in the 
bare trees a number of tiny electric, lampp 
about the size of a Barcelona nut, thegfi|§ 
be connected with a small battery hiUui 
derneath a heap of snow.

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Less than - a year has gone by- since-Jthc 
newspapers chronicled the details of . the -last 
; appalhng. holocaust, in which the lives' of littl6 
children were offered up on the altar of official 

carclcssiies? ; little more tlian two rears ago 
the hist big school fire in Canada happened at 
Hochclaga, Que, and that, despilo the unusual 
precautions tliat hatl been engendered bv the 
awtul lesson of the fatal school fire at bt. Gen- 
evieve five years ago. Three years ago between 
forty and fifty little school children lost their 
lives in the Collingwood school disaster, and 
the subscqcieiit investigation showed the doors 
of the school to open iiuvards, and that when 
the little kiddies massed at the exits their 
bodies automatically locked the doors. After 
that lire there were i)iics oi little bodies hve 
feet high inside the doors that should have ad- 
mitted them to the open and safety had, the 
men who built and the men who passed the 
school building had the sense of flees. 

r>ut the list could be Iciigtliencd indefinite] v 
— the list of disasters that have followed offi- 
cial carelessness, and the h.-^t would involve 
more than a few instances oi disasters that oc- 
cur where disaster is impossible. ' 

These many lessons have not gone quite 
for nothing. Withm tlie past ten years there 
has been a very marked change in the manage- 
ment of public schools in Canada, and officials 
' have come to reah/cc that the time to lock the 
stable IS prior to ihe illegal removal nf the 
quadruped, hire drills have Ijcen instituted, 
buildings have been severely tested and ren- 
dered as safe as possible, exits have been am- 
plified and fire escapes have been built. And 
yet, 'from time to time, inspection shows that 
the human tendency to grow careless is upper- 
most. At the present time certain citizens of 
Toronto are carrying on a strong campaign 
against certain of the existing school buildings 
111 that city. It has been urged against their 
contentions that fire drills are carried on fre- 
quently and that the buildmg.s complained of 
are as safe as it is possible to make them. The 
same contention may be raised against .-i com- 
l)laint about some of the school buildings of 
Victoria, for, on the whole, the local schooU 
are very well protected, and except certain 
glarunr features, they are comparatively safe. 
llowever. before going into details regarding 
local s-hools, such possible contentions may be 
inci by (piotiiig bricllv the hndmg.s of the jiirv 
that investigated a school fire that occurred a 
few years ago in an Ainc'ican city, when 165 
children and teachers lost their lives 

.This school was built of bnrk and concrete 
and it was two and a nali storeys 111 height 
The corridors of the buildmg and the stairways 
were reasonably wide, and there was one fire 
escape. The school had been emptied by a 
well-organized fire drill in a minute and a half 
time and again, and the srlioo! was con-Sidered 
thoroughly safe, 'S'et, here is what happened 
(from the newspaper accountsj : 

" In a frenzied rush for escape from the 
llatnes, the pupils were caught as if in a trap, 
at the liottom of the stairw;iy. 'I'hose who 
were alive after Ijeing trampled upon, were 
burned ^to, death. In the wedge of bodies that 
chokfed t)ie exiti forming a pile six feet high, 
children died before, the eyes of mothers and 
■fathers fighting from without in utter helpless- 
ness to save them, 

"Several parents succeeded in getting hold 
of the outstretched hands of their little ones, 
but they could not break the grip that hekl 
tliem from within. When the fire finally reach- 
ed the prostrate mass, there Was nothing to do 
but to take one last look. 

"The fire swe|)t through the halls and stair- 
ways of the building like a whirlwind, laughing 
at fire drills and attempts at discipline. Ten 
minutes would have cleared the building of its 
population — but the ten minutes were lacking." 

When thd terrible affair was investigated 
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afterwards, this is what was stated in regard 
to the fire-drill : . ■ / 

"The chilctren' were under good discipline, 
they had been practiced frequently in the fire 
drill, their teachers without exception retained 
their self-possession, showing great courage in 
the face of imminent death. The schoolfiOliSfc 
was two storeys and a half in height, the 'Vails 
being of brick and concrete." 

The principal of the school in her statement 
declared that the doors"of the school were nev- 
er locked, and that when the alarm rang she, 
and, she supposed the other teachers and pupils 
thought it was an ordinary fire drill. 

The efficiency of even. one poor fire escape 
was sbqyi;n^:in.the fact that, one teacl^er .\yhov 
had marcne?3.her class in response to 'the alarm 
down to the. first floor marched them back 
again when the flames swept up the stairways 



and, breaking a wiiuhnv, lifted the youngsters 
one by one on to the escape. They, were all 
saved except six, who broke away and ran to 
the floor below^. 

Thus, it' is shown that the fault lay not in 
the disciplinp. or the fire drill, but in tjie ar- 
rangements of the builhing— -iand it was an or- 
dinary school building, .considered safe. 

Last week the writer visited many of the 
larger public schools of Victoria, for the pur- 
pose of finding out what protection they offer- 
ed in case of fire. ^Vith two exceptions, lire 
drills were witnessed in each of tlie schools 
visited, and with the exception of the lligh 
•.Seliool, the showing was creditable, so far as 
drills; are concerned. 

' ■ 'A;t' ihe girls', and boys' lligh School, the 
classes cleared the building in a little more 
than one minute. But instead of making use 



of three available exits, the entire school pass- 
ed through one exit. Considering the age of 
the pujiils in this school, and the convenience 
'of the building, the structure should be cleared 
in half a minute. Moreover, many of the pupils, 
when they reached the main corridor, leading 
to the only door that v^as being used showed 
urimistakeable signs of confusion. Some turned 
to the right, running against others who had 
turned to the left, and_evciitually all passed 
through the exit, masssed together. There was 
no attempt at briskness in the emptying of the 
school. Some of the older girls apj^eared to be 
afraid their dignity would suffer did they has- 
ten. Afterwards it was admitted that fire drills 
had been infrequent, and not sharply outlined. 
' Under these circumstances'-a fire in the High 
School might very easily result in an appalling 
• disaster. 

• But it is the boys' and girls' Central School 
that should receive the attention of the autiiori- 
ties. There arc points about this building that 
render it little more than a ih'c trap. ..Vt a test 
drill last week, the girls cleared the building 
in two minutes. They usetl twf) exits, one open- 
ing on Yates Street, and the other opening on 
Fernwood.Road. They came out in orderly 
fashion, and evidenced considerable careful 
drilling. 

However, the building itself is without 
doubt the least safe of the school buildings of 
the entire city. On the Yates Street side of 
the school there is an exterior covered stair- 
way. This stairway is .constructed of wood 
throughout. It is narrow. It would act like a 
flue in case of a fire. Leading into this trap the 
corridor and stairs inside the building make 
three right angle turns. In' case of a stampede 
the results would be to horrible to contemplate. 
And, to cap the climax, the stairway passes 
tlirectly over the boiler room I 

Fire Chief Davis inspected this school re- 
cently, and after examining this stairwiiy, and 
the construction surrounding it, he condemned 
it unreservedly. 

There is another bad feature at the Girls' 
Central School. The pupils pf the First Reader 
class, comprising girls from eight to nine years 
of age, i^ass through a cloak room on their Way 
from their class room through a single door- 
way, only three feet wide, although there is 
plenty of room for a wider doorwa}'. In the 
eastern end of this same scIkjoI the stairs lead 
through a doorway live feet wide, at a ])oint 
where three classes meet on the stairs. Beyond 
this two classes, pass through a door four feet 
wide. 

When the test was called at the Boys' Cen- 
tral, it was discovered that the fire" alarm, sys- 
tem had been out of commission for three 
weeks, despite the efforts of Principal Winsby 
to have' it repaired. The principal had rigged 
up a method for giving the alarm, however, 
and the boys cleared the school in a minute and 
three cpiarters. In this school four classes 
make exit through a four foot door on the 
School Street side of the building, Facing this 
door, is a stairway down which two classes 



march while at the same time two more classes 
approach the foot of the stairs from the ground 
floor. All four classes mass at the narrow exit 
which should be very much wider. 

Besi,des this School Street- exit there are 
two. others, but one of these, in the rear, is: 
reached by way of a narrow corridor original- 
ly none too wide, but rendered worse by a par- 
tition running the full length down its centre, 
cutting the passageway into two corridors each 
about three feet wide, and lined with hooks. 

. In this school fourteen classes pass through 
three' exits. 

At Victoria West School, the building was 
cleared in a minute and a half, but there was 
six minutes delay between the time the princi- 
pal" undertook to have the alarm sounded and 
the sounding of the alarm. There is no fire 
alarm system in this school. The alarm is given 
by a boy who is told off to beat a tattoo on a 
kettledrum. Should this boy be absent when 
a fire actually occurred, or should he become 
too confused to perform his duty, serious re- 
sults might follow. The school has two exits, 
and the six classes divide equally. 

South Park School made the best showing 
of all the city schools, at the last official in- 
spection being emptied in one minute. Upstairs 
there are four classes, and these use one exit 
the stairway .being divided, so that two divi- 
sions of it lead to a sitigle landing, from whidh' 
the pupils from either side pass down a single 
stair to the main exit. This main stair is ample 
in width, but a useless railing subdivides it. 
While this rail might be of some assistance as 
a hand-guide in case the stair was filled with 
smoke, it is dangerous as a possible stumbling- 
block under the same circumstances, and on 
the whole, would be better: taken. away. On 
the ground floor of this school there are four 
exits, but the pupils have been taught to use 
only two of them. 

At the Kingston Street School, although 
there is no regular fire system, and the princi- 
pal has to take time to hunt up a handbell to 
give the alarm, the fire drill is carried out effi- 
ciently. 'J'his building is of frame construction, 
but it is only one storey.in hciight, and thC; exits, 
arc ample. The five classes escape from {He' 
school by four exits. 

The best showing made by any of the 
schools at Avhich the writer witnessed fire drills 
was made by the North Ward School. In this 
school there are nine classes and three exits. 
Three stairways lead to the ground floor from 
the floor above. Four classes pass through one 
of these, while- the', other classeis .uge the pthgr , 
two., exits. One class, which had^beeh taking 
manual training in, the third: story, and, in com-,^ 
mon with thie other classes, paissed out briskly - 
and orderly. The school was cleared in a se-. 
cond under one minute. " ' . 

Answering the question: "Are Victoria's 
school children properly protected?" it may be 
said truthfully that, on the whole, they are. On 
the whole, the schools are comparatively safe, 
and with, a few improvements they would be_ 
a^s safe as.it is possible, tO'inake,.sc^ools^^un.d.e^^ 
the circumstances. " '., \ I'-^^^^'f-. • V ^ .'• 

However, there is one point that.should re-^ 
ceivc immediate attentfon. Nond of Vict6ria!'s 
schools has a single fire escape. The necessity 
for these cannot be too strongly impressed. 
\NMien the matter was mentioned to Chief 
Davis, he stated that he had noted the fact al- 
ready and that he would recommend fire £S-, 
capes for all the schools attonce., ' . 

, The Girl's' Central " School should be remo- 
delled at once The covered stairyiray .referred 
to should he removed, and general improve-' 
ments should be instituted. , . " . \ . 

Compulsory fire drlls shpuld be- required 
not less frequent than once a week. 

At these drills none but the principal, who 
.gives the alarm should know that the drill is 
coming. 

The pupils should be taught to drop every- 
thing the moment the alarm sounds and file - 
out, without pushing or shoving, obeying the 
commands of their teachers. 

Classrooms should be so arran.ged that all 
youn.gcr cliilclrcn are on the ground floor, v/ith 
the older and stronger pupils on the floors 
above. 

Speaking of h.is inspection of the city schools 
Chief Davis said last week that'there wei:e seVf 
eral .glaring faults in the school protection 
which he would report upon at once. He de- 
clared that he would ask to have every school 
provided with an automatic alarm that could 
t)e kept in order constantly, that exits must be 
made wider in many instances, that the cover- 
ed stairway on the Girls' Central School must 
be removed, that the fire drill in all of the 
schools must be made compulsory and more 
frequent, that all of the sphools should be pro- 
.vided vvith ainple fire escapes, properly guard- 
ed, and that the doors of all the schools should 
be provided with automatic openers which 
would cause them to swing wide at the slight- 
est pressure from within. The chief said that 
he would also arrange it so that he could make 
the rounds of the schools unexpectedly, and 
turn in the- alarm himself. lie would also make 
it a point to hold the smoke test in all of the 
schools, filling the corridors with smoke-ito ac-- 
custom the children to making their exit 
thi-ougli corridors ^md stairs under circumstan- 
ces as nearly those obtaining in case of fire as 
it possible to make them.

: THREE SALMON AT THE^f^ASH RIPS 

Ov&fWKen I think over all the beautiful strctdi- 
5CSv;of^ of 'the United Kingdom, to 

\ 'wijjcli -iny wandering- footstc]3s as an anp;!^!- 
'■'h^vc from time to time led nio, I can rcnicinber 
none more dcliglitful than the Siwash Rips — 
the name signifying merely llie rapids of the 
siwashcs. as the Pacific Coast Indians are 
called. The. .famous,- Rips .are in • Vancouver 
Island; a stroll of 'some half mile from the 
main road from Duncan to Cowichan Lake 
conducts one to the river by a forest roadway, 
leading through magnificent cedars and 
mighty nia])les, whose linil)S are covered witii 
uifts of cmeraUl-green mosses, to a series of 
rapids and pools. Jimcrging from tiie bed of 
waving ferns to the ininks of tlie stream, the 
fishcnnan looks with a delighted eye upon the 
scene before him. Every yard of Avatcr be- 
neath his gaze seems to Ijetokcn the lie of a 
lusty rainbow trout. Scarcely can he gel lii ; 
tackle together quick . enough ; the i)rcscnco 
f in tlie sand of luuneroiis footprints of tlecr. or 
ilie occasional imprint of the foot of a black 
bear, cannot distract his attention from the 
river, rippling between him and the high cliff- 
like .banks on the further shore. Should the 
water be high, with a pair of waders much of 
ilic best of it may he readied, care being taken 
not to plunge loo .deei'dy into tlic stream, of 
which in a strong current the bottom is in 
])laces dangerous, owing to tiie |)resence of 
rounded, water-worn stones. Wlien. on the 
other hand, the water is moderately low, as it 
ahnpst invariably is from the middle of i\fay 
Ib' the middle of October, the river is more 
easily fished. Then a 14 foot grilse rod and 
a strong pair of shooting boots are all that are 
re(iuircd, as over a niilc 'jf water can be pro- 
]ieriy fished without the necessity of wetting a 
foot' 

The largest trout seem to haunt this lovely 
section of the Cowichan River, there being 
always a chance of an occasional four-pounder, 
W.hile. rainbows and cut-throats of from two 
pdu'nds to thi"ee' pounds will afford the angler 
many an exciting tussle in the heavy rapids 
and dashhig, stone-strewn ripples. Still, ow- 
ing to the rnigratorv habits of these gallant 
members of the trout family, there are times 
when the usually most productive parts of the 
SiWasH Rips riiay prove disappointing, when 
tliV'indst seductive spots, well known of old as 
th'erhaimts of the mighty ones of the deep, may 
not; for some unkno-wn reason, yield so much 
as a single rise, ^\'llen such is the case it is 
better to make up one"s mind that the fish hayc 
shifted their quarters, and then, instead of 
wasting time by fishing all the river down re- 
ligiously in the effort to find them, to leave 
the -banks altogether, walk up or down them 
halPa.m'ile by- the convenient forest trail, and 
start'again somewhere else. 

Such was the plan that I adopted when one 
lovely autumn day, accom])anicd by a friend 
Avith a gun, I had spent an hour and a half in 
A'ain. ^[y friend, iiaving killed a couple of mal- 
lard and three of the delicious little 'butter- 
balls,'' we hung these in a shady tree out o; 
the reach of any marauding mink or coon, and 
Avent down the riA'cr half a mile. On our Avay 
Ave flushed three lots of willow grouse sun- 
ning themselves in open places in the parth' 
ov■'ergro^vn trail. Oi these he killed a couple, 
even ;is they disappeared like lightning be- 
hind tlie thick briis'.i of the forest. Iiaving 
hung the grouse up like the ducks, wc left the 
trail and cut through tlie knee-deep sallal 
bushes down a steep bank to the river bed 
once inore. We paused on the brink of the 
bank and gazed across a broad expanse of 
sand, beyond Avhich the river curved in its ser- 
pentine course. There was disclosed a long 
and broad rai)iil. narrOAving sharply into a 
rushing neck, through which the iient-u]i 
Avalers poured tuniulluously into a great pno\. 
'iMie main force, of the current rolhjwed the 
further bank, which was high and shade<l the 
river. Rebounding thence, a large (piantity of 
the. Avater returned, to form a great edd}' upon 
our own side. The whole contents of the pool 
emptied themselves at its tail by a sharp, 
smooth run, Avhich was shaded like the pool. 

A feature of the place was the ]ii-esence of 
one or two mighty and floating tii:e ifniiks, 
which, l>'ing along the biislies which fri:ige<l 
tile farther slif/re. seenicil to afford a iiatnral 
harbor for lisli of an}- size or shade. .\ly com- 
rade extentled his band and pointed. "There's 
Avhere your fish are, if they arc in the river. 
Now, I am going to lie down in the shade of 
those Asdllows, smoke, and watch you catch 
them. I'll be on hand with the landing net 
when required. lietter go straight for the 
])Ool." "ril fish the raj)i(l above the po(jl first," 
replied 1 ; "it's wlierc once iqion ,1 lime I killed 
the biggest rainbow f e\er got in the river. If 
T hook' another monster in it I'll bring him 
down stream for you to land, so yon need not 
disturb yourself. Any small ones I can land 
Avithout the net on that shelving beach." "All 
serene; I'll watch the jioo! and report, prog'-ess 
of anything .goin.g on there, h'ire away !" To 
my great disgust, the siilendid laind above 
the |K)ol yjcldeil mjlliiiig but Iwo small tn^iit 
only tit to lie thrown back'. Whereupon 1 re- 
joiiuul my friend, "^'^■)ll'\•e only been wasting 
\our time uj) there; here's where you ought to 
be. Things have been taking place in this pool," 
said he. "Things takirig place I What sort of 
things?" "Big things, rising over there on the 
other side every now and then, but of what 
sort I can't say, for not a fish has actually 
broken the water., There goesi another one 
noAv ; look I" 

.Sure enough, there was a \Try big rise close 
10 one of the floating logs at the extreme tail 
of the, pool, .but (juite out of niy reach. [ took 
off ni^' tWo favorite trout i'lies and puL up a 



small bright-winged salmon fly, one to which 
expcricilcc had taught me that the large trout 
would rise at times in the fall of the year. I 
have christened this fl}' a "Rothicmay." Com- 
mencing at the head of the pool in the rushing 
water, and casting across, at the third throw I. 
was into a fish that took under water. Buzz 
Avcnt the line through the rings, and the, rod 
bent double .as the fish, tore down; the ;p^Qql, 
Surely a inQnstrous rainbo,Wv. thisi v"^ 

I tell,<you?" exclaimed -my fnenci.^ At- the sa^me 
moment a flashing form was seen in the air. 
No rainljow this, but a perfectly clean .salmon, 
straight up from the sea, by Jove ! At the A^ery 
head of the run beloAv 1 tiu'iied him, and back 
he ca,me, traversed the whole length of the 
pool,. and rushed up the foaming giti of narrow 
water into .the rapid above. The cast Avith 
which il' was fishing Avas one adapted to sea 
trout fishing, so far as stoutness Aveilt, but it 
was of the best quality. I followed my fish, 
while my friend, without budging from the 
jiool, was rapidly unscrewing the landing net 
and replacing it by the gaff, which, although 
not expecting that any salmon were up, 1 had 
luckily brought with me in the fishing bag. "I'll 
wait here for you,'' he shouted after me; 
"you'll be back here directly." .Sure enough, 
at the head of the long rapid the salmon turn- 
ed, and went down it again so fast, that I had 
to run to keep up^to him. Wc Avcrc back again 
ill the pool in a trice. Keeping far back on the 
bank, while getting in my tightened line, so 
that the salmon might not see me in the gin- 
clear water. I contrived to conduct him into 
the great eddy above mentioned, and, in spite 
of his A'arious efforts to break out of.- it- into 
the stjeani, to keep him there. Round and 
round. thejAvhirl pool he tra\-elled, my comrade, 
now lymg down flat near the brink, singing out 
every now and then that he could sec the salm- 
on swinging round within a foot or t^vo of the 
shore, but too deep for the gaff to reach him. 

I I seemed as if the fish would never get tired in 
that eddy, and presently, when least expected, 
he, gave a. couple of wild leaps, which made mv 
heart tremble for' my fine. cut. gut cast. Theii 
he made a dash straightjn for .the. shore, and 
paused a second to rest just opposite my com- 
rade. My friend saw his chance, and toolc.it. 
like a man. There was a flash of the gaff, an'd;' 
while still full of fight, a 12 lb. "spring" salmon 
Avas bounding wildly up and down upon the 
I)ebl)ly beach. It was our first salmon of the 
season, and all the more Av'elCome for being un- 
expected. 

While playing this salmon wc had noticed 
one or two "more big fish rising close to the 



large fIoatiug;logs. an<J Ave came to the conclu- 
sion accordingly that 'there had been a small 
run of fish up the river, and that, owing to its 
low condition, the whole lot were now congre- 
gated in this beautiful pool. Since the east had 
proved strong enough for one sahnou, it was 
resolved not to put on anything heavier, but to 
givc.it ''■'Other chance. Once more was llie 
Rothiemav sent .'fl^dng over into the shade of 
.•ihe^facth^^^^^ 

o-C'er; a-fisli, foih'iti'a secdrid there Avas a-tei^rific 
splash, and the hook Avas avcII home again. This 
.second salmon behaved like a crazy thing at 
the toucli of the steei. With a Avild ru.sb it had 
crossed the pool diagonally and dashed right 
oni on to the shore some forty yards below us. 
There it lay, with its tail lonly in the shallow 
water, which was lashed into shining globules, 
glittering with rainbo\v-;hyfe& in .the brightvsun. 
With a wild bouiid m)''frierid flew down tb' the 
.spot AVith his gaff. Alas,- he arrived just the 
eightieth part of a second too late. With a 
vigorous backward throw, this sidciidid fish 
hurled its curved body back into the deej) 
water just as the gaff struck the spot where it 
had been. iVnd then, with devilish determina- 
tion, it shot straight across the water in the 
direction, of some long salmon-berry branches 
trailtng down into the strfeam just where it left 
the pool.- 

"llold him ! Hold him, for your life ! He's 
an eighteen pounder, if he's an ounce!'' yelled 
the man Avitli the gaff, ii was all very Avell to 
cry "Mold him!" but my little grilse rod and 
the fine ;;almon cast were not equal to the 
strain. When the salmon was within al.iout 
a yard from the dangerous bushes, the cast 
parted, and the line came, flying back in my 
face Ijke a Avhip. Great Avas the l^mentitig on 
the part of my friend, Avho 'had been in his 
youth a noted sprinter, that he had not been 
able to run up to his pristine hundred-yard 
form. As for me, I said nothing— absolutely 
nothing: ni}' sorroAV Avas too great and real for 
mere words to express it. Sadly and solemnly 
I removed the broken cast from my line, and 
fished out a somewhat stouter one, and like- 
wise another Kothiemay from my book. The 
thicker gut did not seem to bring us au}^ luck 
for a^tinie. Three fishjrpscSi liuttalJ.., disdainfully 
refiised the fly. 'After 'ark'andvvich a an ap- 
plication of .Scotch whiskey to our parched pal- 
ates, the pool was, however, fished down once 
more. When nearing the tail a fresh puff of 
wind came and ruffled the water. This was 
just what was waiilcd. -.-V fourth fish rose, and 
by Jingo, f had lioKl of him tiglitr This was a 
cohoc salmon, as bright as silver, and, after the 



manner of all cohoes, once hooked he Avas as 
often out of, thcAvater as in it. .The lost eigh- 
teen-poundcr- Avas forgotten, iand' especially 
when, for a second the line fouled a "stick, of 
which two inches or so appeared above Avatcr. 
The stick bent, however, as the cohoe tore 
down the stream, and the danger Avas past. 
I'"ive minutes later, and my comrade had him 
safely, bouncing up and down on the shore — a 
sevcn-pounderv And then we joyfully, retraced 
our footsteps from the Siwash Rips,— Ajiili'cw 
Hagg^irdj'in The Fields' • ;:

It was in the middle of. December, .and the 
rain had been falling hard all mbrni.ng'.

I-^ver since the days of Cinderella and the 
magic of her glass slipper— or, must one be ac-

Avith the left. Up they shoot, and are off, five 
out of the six remaining.. "Better- luck next 
time!". I shout across to' him, and no sooner 
liaverthe words left my mouth than a flock of 
sdrrie-fifty or eighty arc seen approaching, but 
pass out of range. Iriimcdiately after them 
came another four, this time directly at us.. 
^Vhen they Averc Avithin tAventy yards, Ave rose 
simultaneously. With a shrieking cry of alarm 
up they go — but too late. Only fifteen yards 
separated us and all four came dou-n. There 
Avas no time for congratulations, for another 
flock crossed at my left, and I missed with both 
barrels.' Before I had fairly reloaded, a couple 
of-widgeon were nearly on top of-me^-and this- 
time both of my barrels told. The* second' bird- 
was only crippled, and the guide liad a busy 
tAvo minutes. 

A short interval pa.sscd without excitement, 
and Ave had a shrewd suspicion that our last 
shot had been fired. The guide, in an excited 
voice, said: "Can! gan!" And sure enough, 
a solitar}- brant Avas heading dead for Baker. 
This tirae,;^y, friend w^j in": luck's i\ya:x,:lor;.a^^ 
few seconds 'later he rose, 'ai-id' fired twice'^.' 
The brant managed to keep on for a couple df 
hundred yards, when it collapsed in mid-air. 
After that avc had a feAv dull minutes, but as 
.soon as the sport started again avc Avere kept 
busy, siring after siring of teal, Avidgeon, mal- 
lard and pintail, besides other birds, passing. I 
never realized until then that duck shooting 
could he so attractive.

But hardly had 
my second shot been fired — which was'itiy-last 
— when a flock of geese passed, not • twenty 
yards overhead. Imagine my disgust ! All 
I could do was to Avatch and admire their easy 
f light, and their size as compared Avith the 
ducks. When directlj' o\-crhead. Baker's pa- 
tience could hold out no longer. "Shoot! For 
goodness sake, shoot!" he yelled, little know- 
ing I was in the same predicament as himself. 

We next proceedied to pick up our ■ dead 
and all the crippled ones Ave could find; The 
total was thirteen mallard, six teal, fiA^e Avid- 
geon, one pintail, and the brant. If Ave had 
managed to secure all the cripples, the count 
would have been on the further side of forlv.

SPORTING EXHIBITION^ AT VIENNA 

The British Empire is to be avcII and 
worthily represented at the great sporting ex- 
hibition which is to be opened in April next, 
for some months, in X'ienna. An execufive 
committee is being formed to arrange the 
British exhibits under the direct control of one 
of the Government Departments, Avliich is also 
giving very A'^aluable . assistance by assuming 
4-esponsibility for packing, unpacking, and in- 
.suring the many valuable trophies to be sent 
out. The names of this commiltce Avill be pub- 
lished in due course, but it is already settled 
that LortI Desborough will be the clrairnian 
and thai he Avill appoint various well-known 
authorities to take charge of the seiiarale de- 
partments invoh'ed in the full schome. It is 
at present Lord Desborough's ..intention to 
gather together the record heads obtaincrl by 
prominent sportstncn in different parts of the 
Empire — moose and Avapiti from Canada, 
tigers from India, elands and elciihants fiom 
y\frica, deer from the British Isles, including 
,it is hoped) the magnificent anllers of the 
'prehi.storic Irish elk. Another division oi the 
exhibits Aviir be the best of the sporting -pic-, 
lures in tliis countrj^ by such men as Stubbs, 
Landseer.Thorburn, and others, Avhile at hint 
division will consist of .racing cups and other 
trophies, of Avhich a jnagnificeiit collection can 
be got together. 




The almost complete and very sudden dis- 
appearance of the bison in North America 
thirty years ago does not seem to liavc bceii 
due simply to the slaughter of tens of thou- 
sands of these creatures by men who made a 
commerce of so-called "buffalo rugs." These 
"hunters" miscalled the uphappy bison, wliich 
is not a buffalo, nor at all like that creature, 
Jit§t;^^S they gave the name "^Ik'^:VtS5;,thR ■-great 
red l-ci'cer ,wa])iti, although there was a "real 
elk, the so-called "moose," staring- them in liie 
face. The sudden extinction of the I)ison re- 
sulted partly from the slaughter and partly 
from the breaking up of the herds and the in- 
terference with ihcir free migration by ihe 
transcontinental railway! An interesting (Hs- 
covcry made, only this year, in regard to the 
closely allied European bison, suggests that 
disease may also have played a part in the de- 
struction of the North American bison. A few 
hundred individuals of the European bison arc 
all that remain at this day. They are carefully 
])reservcd by the Emperor of Russia, some in 
a tract of suitable country in Lithuania and 
another herd in the Caucasus. Some of the 
Lithuanian bison have lalel}' been dying in an 
•unaccountable way, and on investigating a 
dead individual a Russian observer has discov- 
ered a "trypanosomc" parasite in the blood. 
The irypanosomes are microscopic corkscrew - 
like creatures, of which man}' kinds have be- 
come known within the last ten or fifteen 
3-cars. They arc "single-cells" — that is to .say, 
"protoplasmic" animalcules of the simplest 
structure — provided with a vibrating wdiip or 
tail by means of which they swim with inces- 
sant screwlikc movement through the blood. 
They rarely c.Kcced one-thousandth of an inch 
in length exclusive of the wiiip. The poisons 
which they produce by tiicir life in the blood 
are the cause of the sleeping sickness of man 
(in tropical Africa), of the horse and cattle 
disease carried by tlie tsetze fly, and of many 
similar deadly diseases — a separate "species" 
being discovered in each disease. A i)ecniiar 
species is found in the blood of the common 
frog, and another in that of tiie sewer rat. The 
last discoverv about "trypanosomes" iis that 
of one in the blood of the African elepiiant, an- 
nounced to the Royal Society this week l)y 
Sir David Bruce. It is a matter of great in- 
terest that a trypanosome has been fouitd'in a 
death-stricken herd of European bison. It sug- 
gests that one of the causes of the' disappear- 
ance of the bison, both in Europe and America, 
may be. the infection of their blood by tr;^pa^, 
nosomes, and that possibly, vv^hilst 'a freely'; 



migrating and vigorous herd would not be' ex- 
tensively infected, a dwindled, and confinccl 
herd may be more liable to infection, and that 
thus the final destruction of an already deca- 
dent animal may be brought about. It wouUl 
now l)c a matter of extreme interest to ascer- 
tain wliellier liie lew dwindled herds of bison 
in North America arc infected with trypano- 
somes, and no doubt we shall soon receive rcr 
ports on the subject. ' • , • 

.\ most iiUerestiiig part of this subject of 
the unthinking extermination of great animals 
by man is tiiat of tiie extermination of wliales. 
Many is worrying them out of existence. Some 
are already beyond* saving. It AV.ouUt be inter- 
esting to know whether there arc trypano- 
somes or other bioo(!-])aras!tes ih whales. I 
suppose that no one lias an ill-feeling "towards 
\^'!iales. ]Most of us iiave never seen a wliale, 
eitiier alive or in the flesh — onl}' a skeleton. 1 
luu'e seen a live whale or two (finbacks) off 
li'.e coast of Nf)r\vay; and I once, in conjunc- 
tion with my friend Moseley, when wo were 
students at Oxford, cut up one,i8 feet long, 
which had been exhibited for three weeks dur- 
ing the summer in a tent on the shores of the 
Bristol Chaimcl, where we purchased It, The 
skeleton of that Avliale is now in the museum 
at Oxford but happily the smell of it exists 
only in nrv memory. The late Air. Gould, who 
]jroduced such beautifully-illustrated books on 
birds, told me that he once fell into the heart 
of a. full-sized whale, which he was cutting 
up. He narrowly escaped drowning in the 
blood. The whale was not very fresh, and Mr. 
Gould was unapiiroachable for a week. 



An immense mimlier of whales are killed

ancestors of dogs, bears, seals, and cats. 
Whales have lost the hind limbs altogether 
and developed the forele,gs into fingerless flip- 
'pers ; whilst the tail is provided with "flukes" 
like the fins of a fish's tail in shape, but hori- 
zontal instead of vertical. The whole form is 
.fish-like, - the skin smooth and hairless. I t is^a. 
■remarkable fact that a little foiir-legged crcai-' 
ture- the size of a spaniel, and intermediate in 
character between a hedgehog and a dog, was 
the" common ancestor from which have been 
derived such widel}' different creatures as the 
whale and the hat, the elei)haut and the man. 
We can at the present day trace with some cer- 
tainty the gradual modifications of form b}"- 
which in the course of inany millions of years 
the change: from thp 'pni'mitive/ dog-like hedge- 
hog to -each of tboSe four living "types" has 
proceeded. ' 



• Whales arc warm-blooded creatures ■wliich 
suckle tlieir young, and' have been developed 
jn past geological, times from lan^iammals^; 
the primitive carni'vors — which .w/cfc. also the' 



The whales today are divided into the 
toothed whales and the whalebone whales. The 
,grcat cachalot or sperm whale is captiu'ed, 
chiefl}' in the Southern Ocean, and killed in 
large numbers for the sake of the "spermacet- 
ti," or "sperm oil," which forms the great mass 
of its head, but he is so fierce and active that 
he is not easily cajnured, and is not in immedi- 
ate danger of extinction. The smaller-toothed 
whales, the killers, dolphins, and jiorpoises 
(tlu>ugh i)ue of them — the bottle-nosed whale 
— is being killed out), are not as yet seriously 
threatened by commercial man. But the whale- 
bone whales are in a ])arlous state. The right 
whales, as they are called, are the chief of 
these. They are huge creatures, 60 feet in 
length, with an enormous head, as much as 
one-third of the total length in the Greenland 
^vllale. Besides the Greenland species, there, 
are four other "right whales," which may be 
considered as four varieties of one species. The 
head is not quite so large in them. The Biscay 
whale is one of them; and was hun.ted until it 
was exterminated in the Bay of Biscay, when 
the whalers, c:;tending their operations further 
and further north, came upon the Greeriland 
whale, which jiroved to be even more valuable 
than the Uiscay species. The huge mouth of, 
these two whales has han.gin,g from its sides 
within the lips a series of long bars or planks, 
of wonderfully strong, elastic, horny substance 
— '■baleen" or "whalebone" — each i)laid\ 
bemg as much as ei,ght or even nine feet long. 
Following close on- one another, and having 
hairy edges, ihey ac.t'ias strainers, so as to se- 
parate the floating food of the whale from the 
wfiter . which, rushes 'fhf bugh its mouth when 



it swims. The whalebone is of great value com- 
mercially, as well as the fat or oil. A hundred 
years ago it fetched only £25 a ton, now the 
same quantity fetche^j more than £1,500. The 
Rorc|uaIs, or "Finners," have smaller heads and 
mouths; their whalebone is so short as to be 
ya^tefess., but they grow tO' eyjgj5VgteaJ^.r.i:8i^.^t-: 
vtlian the right whales, and- afeifounif^otf 
own coasts and all over the world. The hump- 
back Avhale is one of. the?e "Finners," distin- 
guished by its . excqjssiyelyi' long flippers and 
huge'bulk. ■^■'^-■■}^C":^« ■-- - 

The Uiscay whale was the first of these 
.great creatures to be hunted. The Basque.; 
Ijegan its capture vas:,:early a^ the nintlf.cen- 
tury. It was exterminated by them in the Bay 
of Biscay, and only saved from complete ex- 
tinction elsewhere l)y the discovery of the 
more valual.)le .Arctic or Greenland whale. The 
cai)ture of the Greenland whale began in 1612, 
and in 200 years, the unceasing pursuit of this 
species had driven it to the remote places of 
tile Arctic Ocean. It is now .so rare that it is 
not worth while to send a sliip out for the pur- 
pose of hunting it, and it will probably never 
recover its numbers. An idea of its value and 
former abundance may be formed from the fact 
that between 1669 and J778 it yielded to 1,400 
Dutch vessels about 57,000 individuals, of 
which the baleen and oil produced a money 
\-aluc of four million ])Ounds sterling. Of late 
years a single large Greenland whale would 
bring £900 for its whalebone and £300 for its 
oil. These two great right whales, having been 
practically-, exteifroinated, the merciless hunt 
has now been turned on to the wilder- aiid less 
valuable Finback whales or Finners. In these 
days of steam and electric '.light the Arctic 
night is robbed of its terrors, and the whale 
chase goes on very fast. The shot harpoon was 
invented in 1870, by vSvcn Foyn, a Norwegian, 
and is the most deadly and extraordinary wea- 
pon ever devised by man for the pursuit of 
helpless animals. It is this invention (a com- 
mercial, not a scientific discovery!) which has, 
in conjunction with swift sioamships, rendered 
the destruction of whales a matter of ease and 
deadly certainty. It is this which is being 
used on the Irish as on the vScaiulinaviaii coast, 
resulting in the ])ollntion of the air and water 
by the carcases of the slaughtered beasts from 
which the oil has been extracted. This re- 
volting butchery, without foresight or intel- 
ligence, is carried on solely for the satisfac- 
tion of luiman' greed, and apparently will be 
stoppcd,only by-the- extinction of the yet re- 



maining whales. In forty years of the mid- 
dle of last century the whale fishery of the 
L'iiile<l States yieided 300,000 whales to 20.- 
000 voyages, and a value of sixty-five million 
j)OUncl^ sterling in baleen and oil. It is cal- 
culated that in the thousand years during 
■which man has hunted the great Avhales not 
less' than a million individuals have been cap- 
tured. Alan's skill and capacity ha\'c now be- 
come such that he will soon have cleared the 
ocean of these wonderful creatures since, like 
the bison, the whales cannot persist when 
harried and interfered with beyond a certain 
limited degree. . 



It appears that the curious musk ox which 
now lives on the fringe of the Arctic circle, 
and in the .glacial period existed in the Thames 
Valley is doometl.

From rc.giuns far remote from the Arctic 
complaints come of an even more reckless de- 
struction of helpless animals. Perhaps our 
legislators may feel some personal concern in 
this case,- since it is neither more nOr less than 
the approaching extinction of the turtle, the 
true green turtle of City fame. Both the 
green turtles and the tortoiseshell turtles are 
being destroyed indiscriminately on the coast 
of Florida and in many AVest Indian Islands 
by brutal, careless, "white" beach-combers 
and idlerSi By proper care of the egg? am\ 
young the -turtles could easily be increased 
enormously in number, and a regulated cap- 
ture of them be made to yield a legitimate 
jjrofit. But neither the L'nited States gov- 
ernment nor our ov.'u take any steps to re- 
strain promiscuous slau.ghtcr of the turtles 
which conio to the shore in order to lay their 
eggs. Soon the city fathers will have to do 
without the gr?en "fat" and their wives ..with- 
out tortoise-shell combs. It will serve them 
right. vSuch destruction in these and — be it 
noted — in man}' other matters will deservedlv 
fall upon those who ignorantly, wilfully, and 
contentedly neglect to take steps to under- 
stand and to control the withering blight 
created 'by modern man wherever he sets . -his 
foot.

Japan Disappointing 

.Lady Westmacott, a traveler of broad 
views and wide experience, after making the 
acquaintance of the Japanese at home 'and in 
Corea, has formed a very unflattering opinion 
of her country's allies. \\''ritin.g to the ■Fall 
Mall Gazette of her just finished tour in the 
East she says : — 

"Frankly, 1 expected Japan to interest me 
much more than any of the other countries 
that I, should see. I had for years been study- 
ing Japanese prints * * and I may say 
straight off that there is nothing left in their 
own country for the tourist to see that in auv 
degree equals the collections of Europe. The 
English need not go further than the print 
room of the British Museum of London it- 
self." 

On her journey across Siberia, Lady West- 
macott made acquaintance with many of lier 
fcllow possengers, whom she judged to be for 
the most part men returning from or .going 
out to their various businesses, and "was sur- 
prised to hear them speak always so bitterly 
of the Japanese. There were Americans, 
English, French and fielgiaiis that 1 can recall, 
but never a good word to be said for the Jap- 
anese."

neforc reaching Seoul, she "had come acro.-s 
enough of the genus Japanese (to be stared at 
and questioned by him in a manner quite Jap- 
anese on man}' subjects which our civilization 
would consider decidedly intimc) to be able to 
contrast the behaviour of the "man in the 
street' in vSeoul.

"I may say that I have traveled second class

da\- and went throu.gli tlieir toilettes naiyely-.iu 
front of me, .to my amusement. When the ship 
.got into dock andl wanted to get up, fori had 
been jjrostrate myselt all the way, and I askcd 
the Japanese cabin boy Lo ask the 'gentlemen' 
if they Avould mind .going iiut till f .got my 
clothes on, he came back, after various gig-- 
glings and whisperings with them, to say, 
■Japanese .gentlemen say too cold outside ;' so 
I dressed; \vith t^ventj'-si.x/eyesviixeid ,on mq

|)ray do not think that I minded'if'the'y did hdt', 
only do not repeat to me the old 'wheeze' about 
their being so civilized.

Were 1 lo write the half tA 
what I read and saw and heard 1 should he 
merely j)Ultin.g down ill-remembered facts, 
which can be authenticated in the wriiiii.gs of 
well known authors, any one who wislics to 
see how much of truth 'there is in my state- 
ments. 

Japan Itself. 

"I come to Jai)an. Now, I ha\ e often ipics- 
tioned myself why I was so terribly ilisapi)uint- 
cd with it. Had I expected too much.? Was I 
disgusted with the race before I ever reached 
their country, or is i( really overrated? 

"I do not know the ansNver. The fact re- 
mains 1 think it a most (lisa]i])(iinting ])lace, the

with sro.oke,;' Hp.sniilcd-aiid replied! .'Japan- 
ese .gentlemen iflways smoke.' 

Their Shipyards 

"True, 1 was impressed to pass large dock- 
yards at forenoon on the inland vSea. where \ 
was told, and am ready to believe, that they 
were turning out ships for their fleet (piilc as 
good as any built in European (hjckyards.

Europe Birth Rate 

Sir Jervoise A. Baines gave his inaugural 
address before the Royal Statistical Society, 
hi.s subject being "The recent growth of i)opu- 
lalion in Western Europe." The population 
with wdiicli he dealt numbered in 1900 about 
239,000,000, and his remarkable conclusions 
will doubtless cause much comment. 

He said that the Teutonic element in this 
population rose' from 53 to 58 per cent., and the 
Latin fell from 44 to 40 i)er cent.,; Ircla.nd hav- 
ing an .actually decreasing population, the de- 
crease being over 17 per cent. The general in- 
. crease was just under 31 per cent. 

A generation ago the marriage rate was 
held to be a good barometer of prosperity, but 
new factors had entered into the case. Statis- 
tics indicated, on the whole aslight falling oft 
in th.e general rale during the last thirty years, 
more ])rruiounced amon.gst the already low 
rates of Scandinavia than elsewhere, and in 
France and Italy than in the central countries. 
It was in the south that a woman seemed to 
have tlie^best chance of a husband, though 
from Denmark southwards Central Europe was 
apparently on the upgrade in this line. 

Of all the pro,g-ressive countries Finland 
lircscnted the .greatest falling olV. In Ireland 
there was a tlccline of nearly 19 jjcr cent,, and 
in the last decade, less than one third of the 
^\-onlell \vere married. The increasetl avoidance 
of matrimony was most marked throughout the 
United Kingdom and North .Scandinavia„'and 
this, in the northern aggregate, alinost netftra-^ 
lizcd the growing connubiality of Germany 
and most of its nci.ghbors, and even of the al- 
ready much-married Italy. 

The decreasing I'ecimdit}'- in Great Britain 
has been the subject of comment for years past 
and we need only point out that the rate of de- 
cline has been relatively .greater even than that 
ill h'rance, and being of later development, the 
dislocation of the a.ge distribution is more- sud- 
den and the increased i)roportion of the marri- 
ageable women more pronounced. 

The deliberate/Iiinitatioii of the number of 
children"; bornkiiUo'J.theV.world is not by any 
means a new iclea, biit until the present genera- 
tion it was in' 'France alone that the systematic 
adoption of limitation of offspring without ab- 
stention from marriage permeated the whole- 
of society. ■ • - 

The results in that country of the long con- 
tinuance of this practice are well known, and 
the iMiglisli age returns showed only too plain- 
ly that we ha\-e here in the .green the state of

one nation. The ablest of these Is Mr. 
Goldwln Smith. But he has stated 
what he believes in Is union and not 
annexation. This is not how Cana- 
dians feel. They like the United States 
as a neighbor and friend, but would 
rather form ii partnership with tliu 
mother country than with licr. There 
is room enough between the North Pole 
and tho Gulf of Mexico for two na- 
tions, however powerful either may 
become. 

The cluiice of Burrard Inlet about 2,'i 
.vears ago as a railroad terminus lias 
pro\-ed to be a wise one. Already the 
Great .Northern lias built a lino so as 
lo reach the sea at Vancouver. All 
last summer the engineers and survey- 
ors employed by the Canadian North- 
ern were seeking a route from tin- Vcl- 
lowliead Pass to Vanccui ver, and thi-nce 
to I'Jngllsliman's IJluri, aiul acros.s lo 
\'leloi-la, and now the Grand Trunk i 
P;icin<.- sliow.s that it has cliosen aj 
route: to the same city. This Lj.'l'.I'. 
road will pas.s Ihrougli I'ariboo and 
Lillooet. This branch will leave llie | 
main line, which runs from Edmonton j 
to Prince Rupert between Moose Lake | 
and Tete Jeune Cache, It will then j 
run through the mountains to Clear- 
water River, Bonaparte River, Seaton 
and Anderson Lakes, and Llllooet Rlv- I 
erer. l-'roin there it lias not lieeii de- | 
t-idi-d how it will reach V'aiicouver. ! 
This i-o,-i<l. It Is believed, will open ii|) j 
a great ib-al of valnalile land for setlle- 
iiient. 'i'lie Canadian Northern anil 
Grand Tnmli I'acific will do lor ('(Mi- 
tral liritlsh CiiliHiilila what the I'.l'.lt. 
and (ireal .Xoitheni have done for the 
south. 1,'lties will spring ui> along 
tlieir routes, and lariners, fruit grow- 
ers and cattle ranchers will follow 
them Into the valleys.

Lately 
some little farms wore offered for sale 
In Enirlaiul; and there wore twenty ap- 
lillcnnts for each farm. Sir Thomas 
says that if all the disappointed ones 
come to Canada a farm with a house 
on It will be ready for him. On this 
Island the C.P.R. has much unoccu- 
pied land, and we would llk'o to see It 
settled by PJngllsh families, 

Mr. Fielding, thOj Canadian ^ minister 
of finance, delivered ^hls budget speech 
on Tuesday. This, Is a statement of 
the business standing of the country, 
and tells what money is to be raised 
next year, how It will be obtained, ;iud 
what Is to be done with it. This 
speech will not raise such excitement 
In Canada as that of Lloyd George did 
in England a few monllis ago. .Mr. 
Fielding tells us that Canada received 
sixteen and a half million dollars last 
,\-ear more than she spent, and tliut no 
change will be made in the way of 
raising thi; taxes this year. It Is rather 
|)uz-.!llng to know why, when Ihe eotni- 
Iry has so much money in the treasury 
it has added nearly forty-six millions 
to Its debt. Ask your fathers or your 
teachers to about this, and perhaiis 
after Christmas- some of you will bo 
able to explain it. 

The country Is very prosperous, and 
nine and a half million dollars moro 
taxes came In this year than last. 
That means two things, then! were 
more people to buy goods, and each 
liersoii l)Ouglit more than was the case 
the year before. l'"or, you know, most 
of the inciinie of the Ottawa govern- 
ment Is raised by taxing what wo eat 
and drinic and wear. \Yhen your 
mother buys you a suit of clothes, your 
father pays tlie gi-ocer's bill, part of 
the money goes lo pay the custom's 
charges on the goods. That Is why 
even tho grown up people will be sur- 
prised to learn that every man, M-oman 
and child In Canada pays nearly $40 
In taxes. 

The navy is to be built, and Mr. 
Folidlng says that though the .ships 
will cost a great deal of money, iiiuro 
will be no need to raise tlie tuxes. 
There was something in last Sunday's 
page about the mill men all Joining 
together to • do ' business, People In 
other trades, the butchers for example, 
do the same thing. They save expenses 
bill sometimes, instead ot selling 
clieaiier, because iliey do a very big 
business, tliey raisin prices. Jlr. I'^iold- 
ing promises that a, law will be made 
tn iirevent any combine from cheating 
the people by charging too high prices. 
But this Is enough on a hard subject.

Youthful Courage. 

\''lscount Hardlngo, who did gooil 
service in advancing tlie British do- 
minions into tlie Punjab, possessed 
undauiitnd courage. As a hid, ho 
showed his adventurous spirit by 
climbing the buttresses of Durham, 
cathedral, Durham, England, In soarcli 
of bird's eggs. An amusing story oC 
his early boyhood Is told by G. D. Os- 
well. In "Sketches of the Rulers oi; 
India." Ills aunts, with whom ho was 
sta.vlng-, thinking ho was too short for 
his age, tried to increase , his height 
l)y making him hang by'.tols'larms'from 
tlie top of a door. 

His school career was not a long 
one. At the age of fourteen ho was 
gazetted ensign in a small corps 
known as Tho Queen's Rangers, which 
was In Canada, whore he procccded'to. 
join It. He very early displayed that ' 
courage which was to bo so marked a 
feature', of his-, character throughout' 
his' career. ■ \ . 

He was returning from-;-'.-;me8s ' ono 
night In Montreal, > when -ho ' saw threo 
ruifians attacking and robbing a man 
who was lying on tho ground. Ho at/ 
once drew his sword and rushed '-to tho 
rescue. Tlie three ruIHans, after a 
sliort show of resistonce, fled beforo 
his vigorous onset. The man whose 
life he thus saved, Mr. Edward Elllce, 
afterward became a cabinet minister 
and secretary I'or war, both distinc- 
tions whicli young Hardlnge himself 
was akso destined to attain. At seven- 
teen he was promoted lieutenant, and 
two years later became a captain. 

After tlio Battle of Viclera, where 
Hardlnge had boon severely wounded, 
the quartermaster-general wrote. "X 
grieve to tell you that our friend Cap- 
tain Hardlnge, was wounded in tho 
hottest part of attack. It is his cus- 
tom to be foremost in every attack, 
whore an unaffected gallantry of 
spirits irresistibly carries him. H'ero 
he was conspicuous, whore all were 
brave." 

The same oITicer, on noting ;hc for- 
titude with which Hardlnge bore his 
sufferings, added to lii.s despatch these 
words: "Highly as I thought of lihn 
before. It remained for mo to see him 
in his present state to be aware of all 
the'oxccllenclesof 'His' nature." ''

What thank has ho, tho gaunt sledgo 

dog, whose every stop was pain, 
AV'lioso poor feet, cut and bleeding, 

craved rest and help in vain— 
AVho, worn by toll, and scarred bv 

blows, hungry and tiled and !.-ime , 
Dragged his victorious master up ' 

the slippery heights of lame'.'" 
— Dumb Animals. 
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When Ravsna, tHe black Rajah of the De- 
mon's, stole Rama's wife, the peerless Sita of 
tiiQ lotus eyes, it was Hanuman, the monkey 
king-, who found her where she Avas hidden in 
Ceylon. Bidding all his warriors join hands, 
he made them into a line wliich stretched 
acroSv^ India; and thus they swept the penin- 
sula from north to south, searching every thic- 
ket and ravine as they went. Arriving at the 
coast, Hanuman saw far off the cloud upon the 
sea, which marked where Ceylon lajs and leap- 
ing across he found the missing one. Then fol- 
IcjAved the! terrific battle iiLyvhich Rama and his 
.monlcey a^^^^ and Rava- 

}na*|erng:i slain, -Sife reuni.ted tocher lord. 
So Hanuman, the ibng^iaileii girey langur, be- 
came a god; and there is a tradition among 
natives of India that all Europeans are des- 
cended from Hanuman (while he was still a 
monkey) by a female slave of the demon king. 
This we may prefer not to believe; but that 
the main incidents of this gigantic episode arc 
true is proven by the fact that it was in at- 
teippting to fite the stronghold of the demons 
that Hanuman scqrched his hands and feel, 
and black they remain to this day. 

And they are better black. However ques- 
tionable may be the etymology which allies the 
word monkey with homunculus, or "nianni- 
kin," we are compelled to. admit a resemblance 
between ourselves -and the 

quick-chattering apes 
That yet in mockery of anxious men 
Wrinkle their brows. 

,We admit it up to a certain jwiiit. But any 
approach to flesh color in a monkey's skin is 
going too far. Two smallish monkeys there 
are in the monkey-house now which have little 
flesh-colored hands and rosy finger nails, while 
their palms are as red as if they had -been eat- 
ing strawberries. They are _pale-furred crea- 
tures, kncwrn respectively as Jamrach's and 
Samlyn'S mangabays; but science does not 
know whether they are freaks in coloration or 
whether thc^' represent true species ; and it is 
impossible not to hope tliat they arc only 
freaks. All our instincts cry out against pink- 
fingered monkeys. Du Chaillu tells what a 
shock it was to him when he first saw a Ijaby 
chimpanzee with its face whiter than his own ; 
and most, ttncanny pf al the inmates of the 
house, or brthe' Gardens, is siirely "John f-[ie 
Chinaman," the tiny bald-headed hybrid rripn^ 
k^y (offspring of a riiesus and a common iriac- 
aque), with its little white wrinkled face, ex- 
traordinarily mobile in expression and shock- 
ingly like a miniature human Chinese, not 



much over a foot long, but centuries, centuries 
old. Even the red of the faces of the Japanese 
apes (of which three, two parents and a baby, 
arc in one of the out-door cages), for all that, 
we are so familiar Avith the color in Japanese 
paintings, and though it is too ruddy to be- 
human, has an unpleasantly un-bcjistlike sug~ 
gestivencss which compels us to wish that 
they affected countenances black or grey or 
even agreeably parti-colorcd, decorated wi.J;h 
sky-blue and vermilion patches, like that of 
the great mandrill itself. 

AEsop's ape, it will be remembered, wept 
on passing througli a humaii-grhyeyardi -OYer- : 
come with sorrow for its. dead ancestors, aiid 
that all monkeys : are willing enough to be 
more like us than* they are they show by their 
II)iimicr3^ An old authority tells that the easi- 
est way to capture apes is for the hunter to 
pretend to shave himself, then to wasii his 
face, fill the basin with a sort of bird lime, and 
leave it for the apes to blind themselves. If 
the Chinese story, is to be believed, the imita- 
tive craze is even more fatal in another w^; 
for if 3'-ou shoot one monkey of a band wjtli 
a poisoned arrow, its neighbor, jealous of so 
unusual a decoration, will snatch the arrow 
from it and stab itself, only to have it torn 
away by a third, until in succession the whole 
troop have committed suicide. 

Here is these out-door cages by the mon- 
key-house one may see any day a manifesta- 
tion of human quality which one can admire 
without reservation or forfeiture of ones hu- 
man pride; for in the next cage to the Japan- 
ese apes is a large female cacma, the dog-faced 
baboon of vSouth Africa, which has an im- 
mense yearning to become possessed of the 
next-door baby. If a visitor teases the little 
thing, or if its parents use it roughly, the chac- 
ma flies to the wires which separate , the cages 
and, with every indication of anger, tries to 
get in to protect the helpless one. According 
to Mr. J. Lockwood Kipling, the parental in- 
stinct in langurs sometimes goes to unneces- 
sary extremes, for bereaved mothers have been 
known to carry about with them the dead and 
dry bodies of their children ioF, -Weeks, nursl- 
ing and petting tliem as if ' they 'wefc-. stiil 
alive. In tiieir wild life baboons, as well as 
the langurs and many other nionkey.s', un- 
doubtedly submit to the authority ol recog- 
nized leaders. There is co-operation lictwoen 
them to the extent that, when fighting in com- 
pany, one will go to the help of another which 
is hard-pressed. In rocky ground they roll 
down stones upon their (snemies; and when 
making a raid, as on an Orchard which they be- 
lieve to be guarded, the attack is conducted on 
an organized plan, sentries being posted and 
scouts thrown out, which gradually feci their 
way forward to make sure that the coast is 
clear, while the main body remains in conceal- 



Christmas Sideboard 



One realizes as the days go on, how near 
Christmas really is, and that it is high time 
one began to think of the good things to eat — 
which always seem to be part and parcel of 
this festive season. 

The housewife who desires her Christmas 
sideboard to present the gallant front suitable 
to the sea.son will find tiie following recipes 
invaluable, and if strictly followed, even those 
who have had no previous experience of salt- 
ing and pickling will find their efforts as suc- 
cessful as the most experienced picklcr could 
possibly desire. 

Pickled Ox Tongue. — Great care should be 
taken when preparing the tongue for pickling, 
otherwise the slime which is invariably found 
adhering to fresh tongues will completely 
spoil the marinade. Take the tongue — which 
must be absolutely fresh, or wlien pickled il 
will not keep — cut off the root, and trim free 
from every particle of fat, gristle and sinew. 
Wf'ing out a cloth in vinegar and water, one 
part vinegar to two of water. Wipe the tongue 
very carefully with this to remove the slime, 
and remember that the cloth must be rinsed 
once or twice during the process. Then wash 
the tongue well in salted water, and dry it on 
a clean cloth. i\''cxt rub the tongue thorough- 
ly well with salt. Place it in a deep, large 
and very clean dish. Have ready the_follow- 
ing inixture, which must be pounded Together 
until "it is incredibly fine. Take four ounces 
of coarse brown sugar — cane sugar, not beet 
on any account — add to it four ounces of kit- 
chen salt, three ounces of the best bay-salt, 
the eighth of an ounce of sal prunella,, and the 
same amount of saltpetre. Rub this thor- 
oughly well into the tongue twice a day, turn- 
ing the tongue at least once daily for three 
weeks. 

. To Boil a Tongue. — If liked ver)' mild, the 
tohgtte should be soaked overnight. Then 
boil very slowly for two hours and a half. 
When done, plunge at once into cold water, 
and remove tiie skin, then ])iace in ]50sition 
on a clean meat board, with a strong, shar])- 
pronged fork .« tuck into the top of the tongue 
• to hold it- in shape. Leave till perfectly cold. 
Trim and glaze. 

To make the glaze, take a i)ounci of perfect- 
ly lean bravy beef, free from every particle of 
gristle and fat. Cut it up into tiny, neat 
squares. Add to it a pint of water, and sirii- 
mer very gently for twelve hours. Strain off 
the gravy thus, made into a little pot, and let 
it reduce — that is,, evaporate — till it is of the 
thickness of very thick cream. Add pepper 
and salt to taste, and iicat in a saucepan iialf 
full of water till melted to the desired con- 
sistency. Apply with a delicately clean brush, 
and when set, scrve-jthe torjgue. 



To pickle a ham of fairly large size, allow 
a pound of coarse brown sugar, a pound of 
kitchen salt, an ounce and a, half of saltpetre, 
and two ounces of the best bay-salt. Pound 
and mix very thoroughly, then add a gill of 
the best malt vinegar, a gill of old ale, and 
cparse black pepper to taste. Mix well. Rub 
the ham first very thoroughly with the dry in- 
gredients before adding the liquid, and keep 
in pickle for at least a month. Six weeks 
would be better. The ham must be very thor- 
oughly rubbed, liasted, and turned every day 
for the whole of that time. Mutton hams are 
delicious wlien pickled after the foregoing re- 
cipe, and if you possess a cupboard and can 
smoke them, they are still further impro\'cd, 
and may be used in exactly 'the same way as 
bacon. 

To salt a round of beef weighing, say, a lit- 
tle over twelve pounds, you will require the 
following: Four ounces of coarse black pep- 
per, three ounces of dark brown cane sugar, 
one ounce of saltpetre, a quarter of a pound 
of kitchen salt, and a quarter of a pound of the 
best bay-salt. Rub the meat very thoroughly 
with this mixture. Put it into a deep, large 
bowl, or, better still, a proper pickling trough, 
and turn it at least once or twice a day for 
four weeks, and it must be thoroughly well 
basted and rubbed each time it is turned. Take 
it straight out of tiie pickle, rul) it well over 
with a split onion, and boil in the usual wny. 
After the first five minutes it must, of course, 
only simmer very gently till done. Leave in 
its liquid till it has cooled a little. Then put 
to press, and when cold,, glaze as above direct- 
ed. • * 

Chicken and iiam sausage or turkey and 
ham sausage is a splendid way of using up the 
remains of a cold fowl or turkey. Allow a 
pound of chicken or turkey to half a pound 
of cold cooked ham. Mince very finely. .'\dd 
an oiuicc and a iialf of fresh butler. ' Xow 
season highly with salt, wiiite pepper, a tiny 
dust of nutmeg, and a dash of coralline pep- 
per. Have ready the sausage skins (tlie col- 
ored skins arc usually employed for this par- 
ticular sausage) ; fill in the ordinary way, 
steam gently for forty-five minutes, and when 
cold they are ready for use. A little bread- 
crumb may also be added, for the sake of 
economy, if liked, and the fla\'oring ma)' be 
varied to suit individual tastes. A most de- 
licious yariety of this .sausage can.- be made 
with cold roast pheasant orcold roast ptarmi- 
gan, and cither tbngue'or hate; as liked. Host- 
esses will find that people who fight shy of 
the ordinary sausage will cat the iiome-iuadc 
variety u'ith avidity. lf,t'ie tinned sk'ins are 
used, they should be very carefully Avashcd 
and soaked before being filled. The. best way 
is lo soak them well for at least twenty-four 
hours, then fix them over they.cpldry/^ter tap, 
and let them rinse for ten miiiutw^

btlier '"exclusively inhabits the New; 'and it 
is worth noting that only in the invigorating, 
invention-breeding air of the New AVorld HaVe 
monkeys thought of using their tails as an 
extra hand. Not all American monkeys are 
prehensile-tailed, any more than all human 
.'Vmericans invent typewriters or gramo- 
phones ; but no prehensile-tailed monkeys ex- 
ist elsewhere. It is bnly an American mon- 
key, again, one of the sakis, which has learned 
to use its hand as a drinlcing cup, to avoid dip- 
ping, it is supposed, its luxuriant beard in the 
water. All the Old World species continue to 
mess their shins aiul f;u-cs b}- thrustiii,^; their 
muzzles down into the stream or pool ; and a 
fascinating field of conjecture is, opened to 
the believer in the influcnc'e of environment in 
the relation that ma}' exist between the ]ioti1i'r 
method of drinking of the .American saki and 
the notorious preference of human i\nierieans 
for taking their drinks through straws ratlier 
than put their lips to the litpiid. ^lost of tin; 
.American monkeys in the Oardcns are not 
just now "at home," the capuchins and mar- 
mosets iiaving been removed from the mon- 
key-house to ]5rivale (juarters, where thty arc 
not receiving visitors. The onl}' representative 
of the New World no\s' in theliouse is a spider 
monkey, \vhich is in a cage by itself; anri, see- 
ing how the Old Worbl powers crowd its fi'nu-' 
tiers on every hand, it is appropriate thai the 
si)idcr monkey's tail is so extremely ])rehen- 
sile that it has been rcinited to have eyes in 
the tip. Certainly the member seems to htvc 
the faculty of letting^go of one hold and reach- 
ing, of its own foreknowledge, for another, 
without any need on the monkey's part to 
turn rountl to ,scc where the tail is .going. .Man 
also finds the spider monke\''s tail of nsi;, irir 
when a keeper takes the creature f(U' a wall: to 
lead it from one place to another, he leads it 
not by a hand, but by its tail, which is vasll}' 
more convenient as a handle for the man ami 
seemingly equally a'gi'eeable to the niohl<eyt 
IMost notable among the other monkeys 
which inhabit Central and South America; 
though for widely ditt'erent reasons, arc the 
squirrel monkeys and the howdcrs. The for- 
mer have a. cranial capacity, in proportion to 



their size, not only greater than any other 
monkey, but even greater than man himself. 
The howlers are perhaps the noiscst of all 
created tilings. Being gregarious, they as- 
semble often in troops numbering someihun- 
dreds, and when all ho^vl together ■'."riddiiiig 
can sound more dreadful" says Waterton, and 
Humboldt mentions having heard the upvoar 
at a distance of over two miles. And while 
they thus make most noise, it is- a fact, -which 
seems to have a wider than merely simian 
application, that they possess''' 'tlie^ poorest 
brains of all tlic monkeys. 

To many pcoide the whole ape-family is 
represented only by the common roadside spe- 
cies, the associate of ,organrgrinde,rs (usually 
what naturalists know as a common ' macaque:)", 
and the one detail universally known about 
their habits is their persistent fondness for 
searching, each in its neighbour's fur, for 
fleas. Like most popular beliefs in natural 
history, this detail is erroneous — for, in truth, 
monkevs arc very free from lleas, and the ob- 
ject of the patient foraging is not any living 
thing but a scurf which is thrown off by the 
skin and is-«aid to have a saltish taste Avhicli 
pleases the monkey palate It would almost 
seem, howcA'cr, as if they loved the search for 
its own sake; for the writer has been ac- 
quainted with one sanguine monkey whi(di 
never tired of rummaging hopefully in the fur 
I if an old and headless toy rabbit. 

There arc in all something over 200 spe- 
cies of apes and monkeys; and 40 of these are 
now represented in the Gardens; 'and they 
differ^ both in appearance and disposition, al- 
most as miich as animals can. Nothing couUl 
well be more forbidding in aspect, or in fact 
more evil tempered, than the great mandrill 
George (yet, Inirrific though the beast is, a 
mandrill has dined with Royalty at Windsor) ; 
but, on the other hand, it would be difl'icnlt to 
find any creature more engaging than the baby 
.Alona (one of the large family of guenons) 
with the beautiful gradation of colors in its 
fur, its gentle ways, and plaintive voice. 
I'leasin.c: appearances and gentle tcmiiers, 
however, do not always go together, even in 
monkeys, and the vervcts, charming to look at, 
arc the most sintefully savage animals in the 
inonkcv house. Notable among the macaques 
is a fiiie Barhary ape, the famous Cai)itoliRe 
goose of Gibraltar — though as to how the 
monkeys originally got upon, the Rock science 
has not yet made up its mind. Some believe 
that\they were imported, while others hoUt 
that they were there in the days when the 
Rock was joined to the mainland. A near re- 
lation of the Giliraltar ape is the Indian 
wandcroo, with its black face peering solemnly 
out from a great grey mane, giving to it a lion- 
like dignity Avhich^ makes it the pride of the 



travelling menagerie, in which it is commonly 
known as the King of the Monkeys. Science is 
less complimentary, having conferred on it the 
name Silenus. As a matter of fact most mon- 

. keys.v(Hke tlje majority -of animals) when 
giveit y the chance show a liking for strong li- 
quor ;'which is why, according to the old me- 
dical doctrine. of antipathies, a snail is the best 
antidote to the effects of drink — "The ape of 
all things cannot abide a snail ; now the a])c 
is a drunken Ijcas.t. * ■■' and a snail well- 

4Avashed is a remedy against drunkenness." 
Of the baboons, the dog-faced ones, in- 
cluding the'mandrilliandxhacnia ah-eady^J^^ 
tioned, there are' six kinds how in Regeiit'.s 

,.; Park.; and most honorable among them is the 
sacred baboon of the Egyptians. Thoth him- 
self, the lord of letters — "deification of the 
abstract idea of the intellect." Sometimes the 
Egyptians seem to have made haphazard 
choice of gods ; but one needs but to look at 
Thoth here in his out-door cage to understand 
why they ^ehose him as the type qt wisdom. 
Hour afteir iwur he does nothing but think, 
sunk in Diogenes-meditation so profound that 
no AleJfander would dare to interrupt. And 
what is it that they think about so hard, the 
apes and monkeys. That their thoughts have 
no relation to their actions is obvious; for not 
one of them but will sit for half an hour, graver 
than Confucius, only to break off suddenly to 
pick with intensity of concentration a straw to 
pieces, to leap ridiculously up 'and dowii 0>i 
four stiff legs as if suspended by an elastic in 
mid-spine, or to pull a neighbour's tail as it 
hangs from a perch above. It v.'as not of these 
things that it was thinking — it could not have 
been of any mere terrestrial thing, for half 
their contemplation, if directed to the affairs 
of earth, must long ago have made them 
wiser than any man, yet they remain less than 
children and fools. Just as a sage among men 
is often but an, infant in therpractical afEa|rs jof 
life, 'so these iblk think ' too'' deeply to 
learn anything of use ; keeping their thoughts 
always in the skies, playing with great ab- 
stractions, ranging in infinities, they fail to get 
in touch with cvery-day affairs, and remain to 
the last but apes. And one can but regret that 
in their high thoughts they do not find more 
cheer, for there is no monkey which even in 
its wildest romps is not;S^;yictim^Lof'^settl^ 
melanqholy. It .was an' old' Belief tliat apels^ 
were .merry wrhen . the moon was waxing and 
moody in the wane. It may be that in. tHis' 
grim climate of ours they have settled to a 
belief that the moon will never wax again; or 
is it only that they still bewail the lost oppor- 
tunity of that day, long ago, when their an- 
cestors took the wrong turning at the parting 
of the ways and failed to iind the road- that 
might have made theni mtin?^^^:'^,':'' ' V" * ^ ' ; 



little known outside its own county. It is ju^t 
the very thing for a cold winter's inornin.g, 
and if liked, may he made hot in the oven for 
a few minutes before being served. First make 
some balls of veal stuffin.g in the usual \vay — 
that is, with minced ])arsley, suet, bread- 
crumbs, pepper and salt to taste, and bind 
with the yolk of a large c.gg. Line a'n oblong 
tin would which has been well greased with 
butter with some well-made shdrt paste. Fill 
the pic with layers of thin slices of pork, ba- 
con, and ajiples, seasoning each layer well 
\vith cho])ped onion, pepper and salt, h'ill up 
all the interstices \',-itli quartered hard-boiled 
e.ggs and the forcemeat balls. Pour in a little 
g(jod, strong gravy. Cover the top with the 
paste, pinch it up and round, and decorate it 
with leaves of the paste. Cut a hole from out 
the centre as large as the top of an egg-cup. 
Round this put a little coronet of leaves of 
paste Brusli over the pie with lieaten egg, 
and bake for an hour and a half, or a little 
lon.ger. To be really worthy of its name, the 
crust of this pie should be a rich one, and made 
as follows: To a pound of fine flour allow 
half an ounce of salt," the yolks of two large 
eggs, half a pound of butter, and a gill and a 
half of water. As short-paste is so well known, 
I do not give directions for makin.L,' it ; but note 
that it should be a firm, smooth jjasle when 
finished. Two jjnnnds nf this jiasle slirmkl be 
allowed for a j)ic of a\ era.i;'e size 

To revert for a moment to the subject of 
pickling. W'ill the novice in this art kindly 
note that a wooden trough is always best and 
safest for pickling, but that uoglazed stone- 
ware may take its place? On no account 
should glazed ware be used. 



Bntain^s Young Peers 

The recent t:a,i;ic death of l.ord de Clif- 
ford has resulted in the adding of one more 
to the list of boys of tender years who have in- 
herited ancient titles and many acres. The 
late Lord de Clifford— who marricd-that popu- 
lar actress Miss Eva Carrington three .years 
ago — is succeeded by his son who was born in 
1907, and who thus at two years of age be- 
comes the proud pcissessor of .about i3,000 
acres and is the youngest living peer. 

T'crhaps the most inlerestin.g lioy iieer in 
the kingdom, however, is Lord iJoiiegal, 
whose mother enjoys the distinction of being 
the only Canadian marchioness in the peerage. 
Her marriage to the ^Marquis was one of the 
sensaticni.s of 1902, for she was only 23, udiik; 
her husband was Si. The latter lived for only 
seven months lo enjoy the society of his heir, 
who was born in 1903, and thus before he was 
twelve months old the youii.g Martpiis not 
ou\y inherited his father's title, but became 
hereditary Lord High Admiral of Lough 



Neagh — the largest lake in the United King- 
dom — a naval command dating back to the 
reign of Elizabeth. 

The little .Admiral derives no pay or emol- 
uments from his office, but he has several 
notable perquisites, including the right to wear 
the uniform of an Admiral of the fleet and to 
receive an Admiral's salute. In addition he 
is hereditary Governor of Carrick-Fergus Cas- 
tle, and is at all times entitled to free quarters, 
in that fortress. 

The tragic circumstances connected with 
the succession of the very youthful Lord de 
Clifford reminded one of the tragic death two 
years ago of Lord Chesliani, one of the most 
popular men in England, who was killed in 
the hunting field. He was succeeded by his 
son, who at that tirrie was only 13 years old. 

The present Lord Bolingbroke attained his 
thirteenth birthday last March, and a romance 
story is attached to his inheritance Every- 
body thought tliat the late Lord Bolingbroke, 
the fifth viscount, who died ten years ago 
at the age of 79, was a liachelor. As a matter 
of fact he had been married six years previous- 
1}', and the present peer is his son. 

Lord .Mrlie, whose mother is one ni ihc la- 
dies-in-waiting to the Princess of Wales, in- 
herited his earldom when he was seven years 
(lid, his gallant father being one of the many 
for whose untimely death the Boer War was 
responsible Another boy peer who inherited 
title and lands at seven years pf age is Lord 
Lisburne, who succeeded his father ten years 
ago. 

Lord Con.gleton, who recently celebrated 
his nineteenth birlhda}', succeeded his father 
some three years ago. Lord St. Leonards like- 
wise sees his nineteenth birthday this year and 
succeeded his uncle, the second baron, in 1908. 
Lord Vernon, who achieved his majority at 
the end of September, has held his barony 
since he was 10. He is the head of the family 
of which Lewis Hareourt is a uiember, and 
can trace his flescent from Planta.geiiet kings, 
althou.i^li the baroin' is less tlum a centur}- and 
a half old. 

Other peers whose nuijority is still well 
ahead are Lord Carbery, Lord; Shannon, who 
will be twelve years old" in November, and 
Lord Exmouth, 'who is ig next riionth, — Tit-
